Rains:nd Floods in V Vinter, will-io Nip the poor Colt, and cntcedle 
the Marc in ſuch deſperate manner, that the wanting her former plenty 
Foad and dry Lodging, ker Milk will decay when the Colt hath moſt ::::4 
0. it, by winch means they muſt needs hoth tall into extream Poverty ; 
Andover and above alt this, by his Running abroad with the Mare, he 
be.ometh lo favage and wild, that if any Infirmity ſeize upon him, his 
o0.'n unrulineſs being lo greuahe Cure may be very dijhcule, tor [nfinire 
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Vihen Mares are fit to take Horſe, 
Obſerve their Chaſing and Galloping up and down morning and4 even- 
ing, and their throwing up of their Noſes, and lifting up of their Tails, 
riding on one anothers Backs, often Piſling, or opening of their Shapes, 
and cloſing of them again, which are Signes of Luſt. 


To know the true $ hape, Spirzr and Heirht of a Foal, 

The ſame Shape that it carriesat a Month oid, he will carry at fix 
years old, if he be not abuted in aſter-keeping, and as the good Shape,ſo 
the deiects allo.

Therefore the Burbary-Hor'ie 13 well 
known by his Hoots, for there is no Horlc hath naturally ſo good a Hooſ 
as he. 

V.carmy of Foalc, 

VVean your ordinary Foals at the end of feven Months, your hetter 
at a year or two, and let them not be within the hearing of one another, 
and keep them very high the lecond year z but the third and fourth put 
them to hard Graling. 

Famins of Colvs. 

You are to make them famil:2r to you from the firſt VVeaning, and ſo 
VVinter after VVinter (in the Houſe) uſe them to familiar Actions, as 
Rubbing, Clawing, Haltering, Leading to water, taking up ol his Feet, 
Knocking his Hoots, and rhe like.

will hardly come to the knowledge of tyring,

I adviſe you by no means to make too early Coiling : for ſome Horſes 
will ſhew their beſt Shape at two and three years oid, and loc it at four, 
others not till hive, nay, fix, but then keep it ever ; ſome will do their 
teſt days work at 11x or ſeven years old, others not till. eight or nine. 
But be the time when it will, let him preſerve for his on ute the belt ; 
thole that be defetive, I mean, ſuch as bring incurable deformities, grofs 
Sorrances, as Spavins, Ring-bones, imperſect Eyes, or the like, make away 
vith them, 

Barren Mares. 

If you find any of your Mares grow into Barrenneſs, away with them, 
for though I could preicribe you Remedies, yet they arc not worihy of 
your uſe. 

General Obſervations concerning Maree, 

In length and height a Mare groweth till ſhe be five, and a Horſe till he 
be ſix ycars old,

VVhen a Mare is paſt two years old, ſhe may be Covered, but the beſt 
timc is after four years old,

ther too furious, nor too dull, 


Hunting Ferſer. 

If yon chooſe a Horſe for Hunting, let his Shape he generally ſtrong, 
and well knit together, making equal Proportions, for as unequal Shapes 
ſhew weakneſs, lo equal Shapes ſhew ſtrength and durance ; your unequal 
Shapes, are a great Head and a little Neck, a big Body and a thin But- 
tock, a large Limb toa little Foot, &c. I.ct him have a large and lean 
Head, wide Noftrils, open Chauld, a big V Vhcaſand, and the VVind- 
pipe ſtreight. 

Runnings Herſes 

If you chooſe him for Running, let him have all the fineſt Shapes that 
may be. Let him be nimble, quick and fiery,apt to flic witi the Icaſt mo- 
tion ; long Shapes are lufferable, tor though they ſhe weakneſs, yet they 
allure ſudden fpecd. 

Coach- Horſ«s, 

If you chooſe him for the Coach, which is called the ſwift Dranght, 
Et his Shape be tall, broad and well furni{}Pd, not grols with much flehh, 
but with the higneſs of his Bones ; Ict him have a ſtrong Neck, a broad 
Breaſt, a l:rzc Chine, found clean Limbs, and tough Hools, And for 
this purpoſe your Jarge F-g/i Geldings are beſt, your Flemiſh Mares 
next, ard your ſtreng Stone-Horles tolerable. 


P.ch- Hor (co, 

If you chooſe a Horfe for Portage, that is, for the Pack or Hampers, 
Let him have a ſtrong Body and Limb:, hut not tall, with a broad Back, 
out-Ribs, full Shoulders and thick VVuhers;for it it be thin in that Part, 
you ſhall hardly keep his Back from Galling, and be ſure he take a large 
ſtride, for he that raketh the largeſt ſtride goes at the moſt eaſe, and rids 
his Ground the faſteſt. 

Cart or Plouzh. 

Laſtly, 1! you will chovle a Horle for Cart or Plough,which is the ſow 

draught: 
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draught, chooſe him that is of an ordinary height, for Horſes in the Cart 
unequally ſorted never draw at eaſe, but the tall hang up the low Horſe. 
Let him be big, large Bodied and ſtrong Limb?*d,by Nature rather inclin'd 
to crave the VVhip, then to draw more then is necd/ul. And for this 
purpoſe, Mares are moſt profitable, if you have cheap keeping for them, 
for they will not only do your work, but bring you yearly increaſe ; be 
ſure you take them well-forchanded, that is, good Head, Neck, Breaſt 
and Shoulders ; for the reſt, it is not ſo regardtul, only let her Body be 
large, for the more room a Foal hath in her Dams Belly, the fairer are his 
Members. And be ſure you never put your Draught-Beaſts to the Saddle 
for rhat alters their Pace, and hiirts them in their Labour, 


Flow to Order theſe ſeveral Florſes, And firſt of the Horſe for the Wars, 


During his time of teaching, which is ont of the VVars, you ſhall keep 
him high ; let his Food be good Hay and clean Oats, or two parts Oats, 
and one part Beans or Pcaſe well dried and hard, half a Peck at a Morn- 
ing, Noon, and at Evcning is ſuficient. In his days of reſt, Dreſs him 
betwixt five and fix in the Morning, and V Vater him at ſeven or eight in 
the Afcernoon. Dreſs him between three and four, and VVater him a- 
bout four or five, and give him Provender always after watering ; Litter 
him at eight, and give Food for all Night. "The Night before he is 
ridden, about Nine at Night take away his Hay, and at tour of the Clock

Of Watering in the Morning,

In your Travel ſeed your Horſe betmaes for all night, that thereby

Moderate Travelling,

Ordering ef Hun'ing Horſes. 

While he is at Reſt, let him have all the quietnels that may be, let him 
have much Meat, much Litter, much Dreſhng, and Water ever by him, 
and let him ſleep as long as he pleaſeth, keep him to Dung rather ſoft 
then hard, and look that it be well coloured and bright, tor Darkneſs 


ſhews Greaſe, and Redneſs inward heating. Let Exerciſes and Maſhes- 


of ſweet Mault, after his uſual Scourings ; or let Bread of clean Beans, 
or Beans and Wheat mixt together, be his beſt food, and Beans and Oats 


the moſt ordinary. 


Sir Robert Chernock's Af.amer of Huning in Buck-/cafor. 

He never takes his Horſe up into the Stable during the Seaſon, but 
Hunts him upon Graſs, only allowing him as many Oats as he can well 
eat. And he approves of this to be a very good way, by reaſon that if 
there be any Molten Greaſe within him which violent Hunting may raiſe 
up, this going to Graſs will purge it out ; He hath Rid his Horle three 
days in a week during the Scaſon, and never yet found any hurt, but ra- 
ther good by it, ſo that you turn your Horſe out very cool. 


The Ordering of yeur Running Hor ſe. 

Let him have no more Meat then will ſuffice Nature, drink once in 
twenty four houres, and drefling every day once at Noon only; Let him 
have moderate Exerciſe Morning and Evening, Ayrings, or the fetching 
ol his water, and know no other violence but in his Courles only. If he 
be very fat, ſcourcoft , if of reaſonable ſtature, {eldom ; If lean, then 
ſcoure but with a ſweet Maſh only ; let him ſtand dark and warm,having 
many Clothes and much Litter, and that Wheat-ſtraw only. Let him 
be empty before youRun,and let his Food be the fineſt, lightelt and quick- 
eſt of Digeſtion that may be ; "The Sweats are moſt whole!om that are 
given abroad, and the Cooling moſt natural which is given before he 
cometh into the Stahle, Keep his Limbs with cool Ointments, and let 


not any hot Spices come into his Body. If he grow dry inwardly,waſh'd 


Meats is moſt whole{ſum. If he grow looſe, give him Wheat-ſtraw in 
more abundance. And be furedo every thing Neat and cleanly about 
him, which will Nouriſh him the better, 


Ordering of Coach-Hir ſes. 

[.ct them have good Dreſſing twice a day, Hay and Provender their 
Belly-full, and Littcr enough to tumble on. Let them be walk*d and 
walled atier Travel, for by reaſon of their many occaſions to ſtand ſtill, 

D 2 they 
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they muſt be inur'd withall hardneſs, though is be much unwholeſom. 
Their beſt food is ſweet Hay, or well dried Beans and Oats, or Bean- 
bread; Look well tothe ſtrength of their Shooes, and the Galling of 
their Harneſs ; Keep their Legs clean, eſpecially about their hinder Fet- 
locks; And let them ſtand in the Houſe warmly Cloathed. 


Ordering of the Pack and Cart-For ſe. 

They need no walking, waſhing, or houres of Faſting, only dreſs 
them well, look to their Shoocs and Backs, and then fill their Bellies,and 
they will do their Labour. Their beſt Food is ſweet Hay,Chaff or Peale, 
or Oat-hulls and Peaſe, or chopt ſtraw and Peaſe mixt together ; To. 
give them warm Grains and Salt once a week will not he amiſs, which 
will prevent the breeding of Wormes, and ſuch like Miſchich 


The Office of the Rider and Groom, and of 


> things belonging to bim, Viz. His General 
and Particular Knowledge in Handling, 


Sadling, Monthing, Backing and Riding of 
the Great Horſe, or Horſe of Pleaſure. 


Of the Stable, and what it ought to be built with, 
O begin firſt with the Winter-houſe of the Horſe, the Stable : You 
ought to place it ina good Air, and to be made of Brick, and not 
Stone, for Brick is moſt wholcſom and warmeſt, for Stone will ſweat up- 
on change of Weather, which begetteth damps, and cauleth Rheums in 
Horſes. There ought not to be nigh it any unſavoury Gatter nor Sink, 
no Jakes, Hog-ſty or Hen-Rouſt to annoy it. The Rack ought to be 
placed neither too high nor too low, and ſo well-Placed, that the Hay- 
daſt fall not into his Neck, Mane nor Face, The Manger ought to hc of 
an indifferent height, made deep, and of one entire Piece, as well for 
ſtrenzth as conveniency, Let the Floor be Pitched and not Planked,and 
let there be no Mud or Lome-wall near it, for he will cat it, which will 
cauſe him tobe ſick, for Lome and Lime are ſuftocatiny things, and they 
will infect and putrifie the Blood, and endanger his Lungs, and ſpoil his 
Wind ; Neither lct any dung lie near his heels, for that will breed Cil'd 
and ſcabby heels. | 
Paving 
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Paving of Stables is better then Plarked Stables for theſe Reaſons. 

Firſt, they are much more durable and laſting, 

Secondly, they are lefs charges by much. : 

Thirdly, for him to ſtand continually upon @ pitched Floor,it embold- 
neth his Feet and treading the more. 

Fourthly, it is the molt excellent thing that may be for Colts, who'are 
unſhod, for it hardeneth their Hoofs, 1o that by cuſtom they will be as 
bold to go upon ſtones, rocky and hard ways, as Horſes that are {hod 3 


neither will it ſuffer the Hoots to grow abroad in the manner of an Oy-- 


ſter ; beſides, the uſe thereof will make their Hoofs more tough, durable 
and hollow, inſomuch that when they come to be ſhod, they will carry 
their Shoocs much longer. 


To ſhew the Incorvenientics of a Planked Floor. 

Firſt, it is more ſlippery, out of which reaſon a mettPd Horſe may he 
endangered, to he lamcd or ſpo.led by ſome ſudden flip, which a pitched 
Stable is not ſo ſubjett to. 

Secondly, the Planks oftentimes ſhrinking, if the Horſe be high Met- 
tPd and be ſubject to Curvet, he may break. a Plank, and fo Plunging 
may eaſily ſpoil or break his Leg. 

Thirdly, when you put forth your Horſe to Graſs in tke Summer, the 
Sun will ſo dry the Planks, that they will warp and looſen the Pins, and 
make them give way, that fo when Horſes that have gone for ſome 
Months before, not being handled, hecome wild and unruly, that when 


they come into the Stable, and feel the Planks to give way under them, . 


will fall to Fliuging and Leaping till they have diſlocated the Planks,and 
not only both endanger himſelf but his Fellows alſo. 

Fourthly, whereas. you may imagine a Planked Stable warmer ther 
a Paved one, I know the contrary, for your Pitched Floors have no Vaults 
or Channels nnder them, like as your Planked ones have, to carry away 
the water that the Horles make, by which means the Horſes licth over a 
dampiſh, moiſt Vault ; and beſides, the evil favour of the Horſe-Piſs 
will be cver in their Noſe, which is very unwholeſom and noiſom, and 
many times the cauſe of many infirmities; neither can it be ſo warm as 
the other for chinks and holes, which are made hy the Awger through 
the Planks, (which muſt always he kept open to let forth the Urine) to 
give way to the cold wind which cometh front thence, which cannot but 
be very unwholeſom. Therefore I do affirm, that if your Groom do Lit- 
ter up Horſe well, ſo that he may lie ſoft and warm, he will proſper bet- 
ter then upon a Planked Floor, provided it be laid even, not higher be- 
fore then behind, more then will carry the water to his hinder-feer,where 
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there ought to be a ſmall Gutter to carry it away, for by raiſing your 
Floor t00 much, his hinder Legs will ſwell,and fo he will become Lame, 
by rcaicn he bears too much weight on his hinder parts., 


Of the Care in the Choice of a Groom, 


After you have bred Colts according to my Inſtrytions, and that 
that they prove to your Mind, then the next care you ought to have is of 
Grooms, which ought to be very expert in their Facultics, which conliſt- 
cth their Making or Marring, for you cannot ſay that a Colt three or 
ſour years old can be a perfect Horſe, till he come to be Handled and 
made fit for his Maſters Riding,which is to be madeGe-ntle,Shod, Backed, 
Broken, Ridden, Wayed, Mouth.d, and in brief brought to his utmoſt 
Perfection. His Rider therefore muſt be an Exp:rt and able Horle- 
man, and his Kecpcr every way as lufficient, otherwiſe what defetts you 
find in your Horſc, are not to be attributed to him, hut either to his 
Rider, or to his Groom, therefore let your care be, that they be both 
ſufficient, 

How a Rider onght to be Qualified, 


If youdeſfire your Cults to come to their utmoſt Perſetion, then let 
your Rider be cne'who is Cried up to be an ExperienOd Horle-man; he 
muſt not be of life diſſolnte or debaucht, nor of Nature harſh, furious, 
cholerick or hair-brain'd, for the leaſt of cither of theſe Vices are very 
uuſcemly in a Perlon of this Profeſlion; He muſt be Maſter over his 
Paſſions, for he that is not cannor make a good Horſe-man, And it is 
1:0t niuchto be wondred at, if a Horle fall into Imp«.rfeAions or Vices, 
for theſe his evil conditions and faults are not ſo mach to b2 imputed to 
the Horle, but to the Teacher, for hc is not a good Horſc-man that doth 
not bring, his Horſe to Pertection,by Iweet and gentle mcans,rather then 
by Corre(tion and ſevcre Chaſtiſcments; yet not but that I allow of 
CorrcQion, and that it is as neceſſary as Meat, if it do not evcced the 
I; mited Bounds of Moderation, and that it he done at the very inſtant 
when he oflendeth, and doth juſtly merit the ſame, or clſe he will not 
know the Caule why he is Chaſtiſcd ; fo on the other ſid-, when he doth 
well, I-t h m be Cheriſhed and made much of, which will encourage him 
to zo forward in well-doing, 


IWat Manner of Perſon a Groom ought to be. 


Thc Groom muſt be a Man that muſt truly love his Horſe, and ſo 
ſhape his ccurle towards him, as that the Horſe may love and dote 
upon hum , tor a Hotrle 1s the moſt Jovingeſt Creature to Man of all 

other 
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other bruit Creatures, and none more Ob:dient to him; Wherefore,if 
he be mildly dealt withal, he will be alſo reciprocal ; but if he be harſh 
and cholerick, the Horle will be put by his Patience, and b:come Re- 
bellious, and fall to biting and ſtriking; For the old Proverb is, Pa- 
tience once wronged, will turn into Fury, He muſt continually toy, dally and 
play with him, be always talking and ſpeaking plcaling words unto 
him; He muſt lead him abroad in the Sun-ſhine, and then run, ſcope 
and ſhew him all the delight he can ; he mult ducly Curry, Comb and 
Drefs him, wipe duſt, pick and clenſe him, feed, pamper and cheriſh 
him, and be always doing ſom:what about him, either about his heels, 
or taking up his Feet, or rapping him upon the Soles, And he muſt 
keep him ſo well dreſgd that he may almolſtſec his Face upon his Coet ; 
he muſt keep his Feet ſtopped, and daily Anointed, his Heels free from 
Scratches and other Sorrances, and to have ſo vigilant an eye upon him, 
to overſee all his Attions, as wcll feeding as drinking, that ſo no in- 
ward infirmity may ſeize upon him, but that he may be able to diſcover 
it, and being diſcovered may ſeek for to Cure it. 


To Saddle and Bridle a Colt. 


When your Horſe is made Gentle, take a ſweet Watering Trench, 
wall'd and Anointed with Honey and Salt, put it into his Mouth, and 
ſo place it, that it may hang about his Tuſh ; then offer him the Saddle; 
but with that carcfulneſs that you do not affright him therewith, ſut- 
fering him to ſmell at it, to be rubbcd with it, and then to feel it; then 
in the cnd to Fix it on, and Girr it faſt, and at what part and motion he 
ſeems moſt coy, with that make him moſt ſamiliar; then being thus 
Sadlc:) and Bridlcd lead him forth to water, then bring him in, and 
aftcr he hath ſtood a little Reincd upon the Trench, an Kour or more, 
take away the Bridle and Saddle, and let him go to. his Meat till the 
Evening, then lead him forch as before, and when he is ſet up Gently, 
take off his Sadd!le and dreſs him, and cloath him up for all Nighr., 
The way to make him endure the Saddle the better, is by making it fa- 
miliar unto him, by clapping the Saddle with your Hand as it ſtands 
upon his Back, to lhake itand ſway upon it, to dangle the Stirrops by 
his Sides, and to rub them on his Sides, and make much of him, and be 
ſamiliar with all things about him, as ſtraining the Croopzr, faſtning 
and looſcning the Girts, or taking up and lctting out of the Stir= 
roPs. 


Of At, outking. 


When he will Trot with the Saddle obediently, then you ſhall waſh a 
; Trench 
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trench of a full Mouth, and pur it into his Month, and throw the Reins 
over the fore-part of the Saddle, fo that the Horle may have a full feel- 
ing oſit ; then put on a Martingal, and you ſhall buckle it at ſuch length, 
that he may no more then feel it when he Jirketh up his Head, then take 
a broad piece of Leather, and put it about the Horſes Neck, and make 
the two ends of it faſt by Platting, or otherwiſe at the Withers and mid- 
part before his Wealand, about two handſuls below the Throple, be- 
tiwixt the Leather and his Neck, let the Mattingal paſs, ſo that when at 
any time he ſhall offer to duck or throw down his Head, the Cavezan he- 
ing placed upon the tender Griſtle ot his Noſe, may correct and puniſh 
him, which will make him bring down his Head, and faſhion him to an 
abſolute Rein. Then Trot him abroad, and it you find the Reins or 
Martingal grow ſack, ſtraiten them, tor where there is no ſceling there 
15 no V'ertuc, 
Of Buckino, 


When. you have Exerciſed your Horſe thus, divers Mornings, Noons, 
or Evenings, and find him Obedient, then take hjm into lome Ploughed 
Ground(the lighter the better)and aſter you have made h:m Trot a good 
Pace about you in your hand, and thereby taken from him all his wan- 
tonneſs, look and ſee whether your tackling he firm and good, and every 
thing 1n his true and due place, you may then (having one to ſtay his 
Head and govern the Chaling Rain) take his Back, yet not ſuddenly, but 
by degrees, and with divers hcavings, and half-raitings, which if he ens 
Cure paticntly, then ſettle your ſelf; but if he ſhrink or dillike, then 
{orbcar to mount, and chaſe hin about again, and then offer to mount, 
and do thus till he be willing to receive you, Then when you are ſct- 
led, and have received your Stirrops and Cheriſht him, put your Toes 
lorward, and he that ſtays his Head, Jer him lead him forward half a 
dozen Paces, then Cheriſh him ,, then lead him a little further and Che- 
1ith him, and ſhake and move your {elf in the Saddle, then let him ſtay 
his Head, and remove his Hand a little from the Cavezan, and as you 
thruſt forwards your Tocs, let him move him forward with his Rein, till 
vou have made the Horle apprehend your ownMotion of Body and Foot, 
(vlnch muſt po cqually together, aud with ſpirit allo) fo that he will po 
torwaid without the other Aſſiſtance, and ſtay upon the reſtrainr of your 
0:11 hand, then Cheri/h him, and give him Gra!s and Breed to eat, alight 
[rom IS Pack, then mount and unmount twice or thrice together, ever 
mM:Axing them with Cherithings. Thus Excrciſe him til you have made 
bm periect 1 going forward, and ſtanding till at your picalure,

bout the Neck, and only uſe the Trenches and Cavezan, and the Mar- 
tingal, and let a Groom lead the way before you on another Horſe, and 
go only ſtreight forward, and ſtand ſtill when you pleaſe,which will ſoon 
be effected, by Trotting him afcer another Horſe, and bring him home 
ſometimes after the Horſe, and ſometimes equally with him, and ſome- 
times beſore, ſo that he may fix upon no certainty, but your own plea- 
ſure; And be ſure to have regard to the well-carriage of his Neck 
and Head, and as the Martingal flackneth fo to ſtr2ighten it. 


What Leſſons for what Horſe, 


When this Work is finiſhed, then Teach your Horſe theſe Leſſons * 
As if he be for Hunting, Running, Travel, Hackney, or the like, then 
the chicfeſt things you are to apply your ſelf to, are to preſerye a good 
Mouth, to Trot freely and comly, to Amble ſurely and eaſily, to Gallop 
ſtrongly and ſwiftly, to Obey the Hand in ſtopping gently, and Retiring 
willingly, and to turn on the other Hand readily and nimbly, But if 
you intend him for the great Saddle, of the ute of the Wars, then al- 
though the Leſſons be the ſame, yet they are to be done in a more pun- 
tual mianner. So that if any Horſe can be brought to the beſt, the ca- 
ſier muſt needs follow with little induſtry, And it is a Rule in Horfe- 
man-ſhip, That no Leſſon which belong to the Wars can be huriful, or do in« 
jury to any Horſe whatſoever, that is kept for any other purpoſe. Whence it 
cometh, that any Horſe for the Wars may be trained for a Runner, or 
Hunter, at pleaſure ; but every Runner, or Hunter, will not ſerve. the 
Wars; and every Horle-man that can make a Horle for the Wars, may 
be a Jocky when he pleaſes ; but no Jocky (that I know) can make a 
Horſe for the Wars, Therefore 1 will run a middle way, and fute my 


Lcilons to both purpoſes. 


Helps and Correttions. 

Before you Teach your Horle any Leſlons, you nwſt know there are 
ſeven Helps to advantage himin his Lellons, to puniſh him for faults 
goticn in his Leſions, And they be, The Yorce, the Rod, the Bit or Snaffiey 
the Calves of the Legs, the Stirrop, Spur, and the Ground. 


Voice, 
The Voice is an help when it is \weet and accompanied with Cheriſh- 
ings, and it is a Correction when it is rough or terrible, and accompanied 


with ſtrokes or threatnings, 


Rod, 


The Rod is an help in the ſhaking, and a Correcion 1n the ſtriking, 
| E Bit 
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Bit er Enafſle, 
The Bit is an Help in its ſweetneſs, the Snaffle in its ſmoothneſs, and 
they are Corre. tions, the one 1 its hardnels, the other in its roughneſs, 
and both in i.atnels and ſquarencls, 


Calves of the Les 

Are Helps when you lay them to the Horles Sides gently, and Corre- 
ions when you itrike them hard, becauſe they give warning that the 
Spurs follow, 

S1rrop ana S trrrop-Loathers, 

Are Corrections, wh:n you ſtrike jt againſt the hinder part of the 
Shoulder, and they are Helps when you thruſt them tor ward in a quick 
Motion. 

Spur, 

Is 2 Help when it is gently delivercd in any Motion that asks quick- 
neſs and agility, whether on the Ground, or above the Ground, and a 
Correction when it is ſtricken hard in the ſides, upon any ſloth, or any 
tault committed 

The Grownd, 

The Ground 1s 2n Help when it 1s plain and ſmooth, and not painful te 
trezd npon ;, and it is a Correction when it is rough, deep and uneven. 
{or the Ameadment of any Vice conceived, 


Of laroe Rinee, 

When your Horſe will receive you to and from his Pack gently, Trot 
forward willingly, and ſtand ſtill obcdiently, Then intending him for 
the Wars, or other purpoſe, (fer theſe Leſions ſerve all occafions,) you 
ſhall in ſome gravelly cr ſandy place, where his Footſteps may be dilcern- 
cd, labour h:m within the larce Ring, that is, at Icolt i.fty Paces in Com- 
pais;, And having trcd it about three or four times on the right hand, 
reſt 2nd cheriſh ; then change the Hawd again, and do as much on the 
cit Hand, then reſt and cheriſh ;, and change the Hand 22ain, and do as 
much cn ther,ght Hand, ever ob{crving, upon every ſtop to niake hjm re- 
tire and go back aſtep or two, 

Thus labour h;im, till he will Trot his R'ng on which Hand you pleaſe, 
changing within the Ring in the manner of a Roman S. anil todo It rca- 
dily and willins}y ; Th n teach himto Gallop hem as he did Trot them. 
and that ali'o with truc Feoting, lofty Carriage and hrave Rein, ever oh- 
ſerving when he Gallops to the right Hand, to lead with his left fore- 
foot, and when he Gallops tothe leit Hai d, to l.ad with the rizht fore- 
foot. ; 

Objcit, Now lite is to be clearcd a Paradox bcld by many of our 


Hor ic- 
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Horlemen, which is, That the Exerciſe of the Ring ts nc good ſor RiInning 
Horſes, berauſe ut ratjeth up his fore-feert, arid mike him Gailop p-infully,and 
fo an hinarance unto ſpeed, X 

Avrſw. But if they conſider that this habit, (if it be taken), is ſoun 
broken, either by the Horſe-mans hand or diſcretion, who hath Power 
to make him move as he plealeth;, Orit they will truly look into the 
benefit of the thing it {elf, they ſhall finde it is the only means to bring 
an Horſe to the true ule of his Feet, and the nimble carriage of them in 
all advantages. For every Runner of Horſes will allow, that for au 
Horle (in his courſe) to lead with his right foot, is molt proper,and when 
at any tim? he breaks or alters it, it maſt be diſadvantage, becaule, (nor 
well acquainted to lead with the other,) he cannot handle it fo nimbly. 
Now at his firſt Backing, by the ule or his Ring and Change of Hand 
he will 5ecome ſo expert and cunning with both, that whatſocver mit- 
chance (hall alter his ſtroke, yct ſhall his ſpced and nimblencts kecepone 
and the {ame goodn-1s. 


of Stopping, 


When you come to the place of Stop, or would ſtop, by a ſudden 
drawing in of your Bridle-hand, ſomewhat hard and {harp, make him 
ſtop clote, firm and ſtreight, in an even Line ; and it he err in any thing, 
put him to it again, and leave not till you have made him underſtand his 


crror, and amend it. 
Advancing, 


Now if you do Accompany this ſtop with an Advancement a little 
from the Ground, it will be more gallant, and may be done by layins 
the Calves of your Lcgs to his Sides, and thaking your Rod over him : 
he ſtops. 

If it chance at firſt he underſtand you not, . yet by continuance and la- 
houring him herein, he will foon attain unto it, efp<cially, if you forget 
not.to clt.rith him, when he gives the leaſt ſhew to apprehend you. 


Raining, 


Aﬀrer Stopping, and Advancing, make him Retire, as hefore ſhowed, 
And this Vocion of Retiring, you mult both Chcrith and Encreale, ma-

When your Horſe is come to Perfection in theſe Leſſons, and hath his. 
Head firmly ſetled, his Reins conſtant, and his Mouth ſfiveerned ; You 
may then (if you intend him for the Wars) take away his Trench and 
Martingal, and only uſe the Cavezan of four or three Pieces, that is, a 
Joynt ar no Toynt in the midſt, and to that Joynt a ſtrong Ring, and a 
Toynt of each ſide, with Rings before the Joynts, to which yon ſhall put 
feveral Reins to uſe, either at the Poſt or otherwiſe, Into his Mouth 
you ſhall pat a ſmooth ſweet Canon bit, with a French Cheek ſuitable to 
tkeProportion of the Horſes Neck ; knowing that the long Cheek raiſes. 
up the Head, andthe ſhort pulls it down. And with thefe you ſhall Ex- 
erciſe the Horſe in all the Leſſons before taught, till he be perfe&t in; 
them, without diſorder or amazement. 


Of ſtraight Turrs and Turninee, 

When he is ſetled upon his Bit, then you are to teach him to turn 
Toundly and readily in the ſtreighter Rings; and of thele there are divers 
kinds, and divers methods to teach them. But I ſha]l Fix upon two man- 
ner of ſtreight Turns, as the Periection from whence all Turnings are de- 
rived. 

The one is when a Horfe keepeth his hinder Parts inward and cloſe 
to the Poſt or Center, and fo comerh ahout and maketh his Circumſe-. 
TENCE With his hinder Parts, oppoling face to face with his Enciny, 


The firft flraght Tur, 


You ſhall to the Ring in the mid-part of the Cavezan, Fix a long Rein 
of two Fathom or more, and to the other Rings two other ſhorter Reins ; 
then having Saddled the Horſe, and put on his Bit, bring him to the Poſt, 
and put the Reins of the Bit over the fore-part of the Saddle, Bolſters 
and all, and Fix them at a conſtant ſtreighrneſs on the top of the Pomel, 
ſo that the Horſe may have a feeling both of the Bit and Curb, Then if 
you will have him turn to the right hand, take the ſhort Rein on the left 
ſide of the Cavezan, and bringing itunder the fore-Bolſter of the Saddle 
up to the Pomel, and there Fix it at ſuch a ſtreightneſs, that the Hore 
may rather look from, then to the Poſt on the right fide, Then let 
fome Groom or skilful Attendant hold rhe right-fide Rein of the Cavezan 
gt the Poſt, roverning the fore-parts of his Body to come about at large: 
Then your ſelf taking the long Rein into your hand, and keeping his 
hinder parts inward, with your Rod on his outward Shonlder, and fomc= 
times on his outward Thigh, make him move about the Pol}, keeping his 
Inward parts asa Center, aud making his fore-parts moye in a larger 

Clr- 
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Circumference. Thus you ſhall Exerciſe him a pretty ſpace on one hand, 
till he grow to ſome PerfeCtnels; then Changing the Reins of the Ca- 
vezan, make him do the like to the other hand. And thus apply him 
divers Mornings, and cheriſhing him in his Exerciſe according to his de- 
ſervings, till you have brought him to that readineſs, that he will upon 
the moving of your Rod couch his hinder Parts in towards the Poſt, ard 
lapping the outward fore-leg over the inward, Trot abour the Poſt ſwift- 
ly, diſtintly, and in as ſtrait a Compaſs as you can defire, or is conve- 
niefit for the motion of the Horſe ; And from Trotting you may bring 


him to Flying and Wheeling about, with that ſwiftneſs, that both the - 


toce-legs riling and moving together, the hinder Parts may follow in one 
and the ſame inſtant, When you have made him thus pcrfe&t in your 
hand, you ſhall then Mount his Back ; and making ſome $kilful Groom 
govern the long Rein, and another the ſhort, by the Motion of your Hand 
upon the Bit,and ſoft Rein of the Cavezan,keeping the HorſesHead from 
the Poſt, and by the help of the Calve of your Leg laid on his Side, and 
your Rod turned toward his outward Thigh, to keep his hinder parts in- 
to the Poſt, labour and exerciſe himtill you have brought him to that 
Perfection which youdeſire. Then take away the long Rein, and only 
exercile him with the helpc£ the ſhort Rein ofthe Cavezan,and no other, 
After take hoth the Reins of the Cavezan into your hands, and exerciſe 
him from the Poſt ; making him as ready 'in any place where you pleaſe 
to Ride hun, as he was at the Poll. 


The other ftreizht Turn. 


Now for the other ſtreight Flying Turn, which is to keep his Face fixt 
on the Poſt as on hisEnemy,and to move about only with his hinder parts, 
you ſhall take the ſame helps of the long Rein,' and the ſhort Reins of the 
Cavezan, and govern them, as before ſhewed, only you ſhall not give 
the ſhort Rein to the Poſt-ward, ſo much liberty as before, but keep his 
Head cloſer to the Poſt, and following his hinder parts with the long 
Rein, by the helpof your Rod make him bring his hinder parts round a- 
bout the Poſt ; and obſerve, that as before he did lap one foot over an- 
other, ſo now he muſt lap the hinder Legs one over another. In this 
Exerciſe, exerciſc him as the former, then (aſter a perfectneſs) mount his 
Back, and labour him, as before ſhewed. Then laſtly, leaving the Poſt 
and all other helps, only apply him in ſuch open and free places as you 
ſhall think couvenient, for upon the finiſhing of this Work your Horſe 1s 
made compleat, and can perform all things that can be required, either for- 
= Service inthe Wars, for the High-way, or any other Galloping Plea- 

ure,

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How to Help an ill Rein, and Curc a Rutt-away Jade, 


Many Horſes are ſo evil -beholding to Nature, for giving them ſhort 
Necks, and worſe [ct-on Hcads, and 1o little bcholding ro Art to amend 
them, which cauſes many a good Horſe to be lett Cureleſs of thoſe two 
groſs inſufferable faults, which are either a deformed carriage of the 
Head, like a Pig on a Broach, or clic a furious Running away, got by a 
ipoiled Mouth, or an evil habit. 


The Fli Ip. 


If itbe a young Horſe at his irſt Riding, then to his Trench, if an 
old, then to his Snaffle, (for 1 ſp:ak nor of th2 Bir) but a pair of Reins, 
halt as longagain as any ordinary Reins, and Loops to fallen and un- 
faſten at the Eye of the Snafſie, as other Reins have. Now when you 
ſce that the Horſe will not yicld to your Hand, but the more you draw 
the more he thruſts out his Nole, or the wore violently he runs away ; 
then undo the Buttons of the Reins from the Eye of the Snaffie, and draw 
them through the Eyes, and bring them to the Buckles of the formoſt 
Girt, and there button thum falt ; then Riding the Horle in that man- 
ncr, labour him with the gentle Motions of your Hand, coming and go- 
ing by degrees, and ſometimcs accompanicd with your Spur, to gather 
up his Body,and to tecl your Command, and in a ſhort time he will bring 
is Head whcre you will place it. And for Renning away, if you draw 
one Rein, you turn h:m abour in deſpite of all Fury; and if you draw 
both, you break his Chaps, or bring them to his Boſom. In the cad, tind- 
wg himiclf not able to Rehiſt, he will be willing to obcy. 


Arother Help for unconſtant Crriare, 


There is another foul Error in mary Horfes, which theſe Reins alſo 
Cure, as this, When your Horſe is cither {o wythic craze?! (as the Nor- 
thern Man ca!ls it) or io looſe and unſteady Neck«d, that which way ſo- 
evcr you draw your Hand, his Hcad and Neck will follow it, tometimes 
beating againſt your Knees, lomcrtimes daſhing, againſt your Fofom, and 
indecd, gcnerally io looſe and uncertain, that a wan knows not when he 
hath ſteady hold of him, A Vice wonderfal incident to Running Horles, 
eſpecially the furious ones. In this Cate you [hall take t!:cle long Reins, 
and as before you drew them to the Buckles of the Girts, fo now Mar- 
tingal-wife draw from the Eyes of the Snaffie, berwixt his fore-l c:zs to 
the Girts, and there faſten them. Thus Ride him with a conſtant Hand, 
liz and ſomewhat hard, Corrcing him both with the Spurs and Rod, 
and 
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and ſomtimes with hard Twitches in his Mouth when keerrs: and with 
a few weeks labour, his Head will come to a conſtant carriage, provided 
that you labour him as well upon his Gallop as his Trot, and leave him 
not till you finde hm fully reclaimed. :

Only this I ſhall do, clear one Paradox,and that is the limitation of time 
atlowed for the making ready of a Horle for 2 Match or Wager. ; 

- Some do affirm, that a Horſe newly taken from Graſs,being foul,can- 
not bz made fit under fix Months : By which they Rob their Maſters of 
half a years plcaſure, thruſt him upon a tyring Charge to make the Sport 
lothſom, and get nothing but a Cloak for Ignorance, and a feiv falſe got 
Crowns, that melt as they are poſlelled. 


Their Reaſons. 
Vet as Hereticks cite Scripture, ſothele ind Reaſons to defend want 
of Knowledce. 


As, The d wger of roo earlyExerciſc,the Offence of Greaſe ſuddenly broker, 
the Moving of evil Flumonrs too hadily, which leads ro morta: Sickneſs; And 
the Alcderatin, or Helping of theſe by a flow Proceeding, or vrinvinz of the 
Horfe into Order by degrees and time ;, Or (as I may ſay) by an ignorant 
Sufferance, 

Thoſe Reaſons have ſhew of a good Ground, for too early Exerciſe is 
QCanzcrous, but not 11 free from violence. | 

To hreak Greaſe too fud:lenly is an offence infufferable, for it puts 
bo h Limbs and Life in hazard, bur not if it be purged away by whole- 
{>m Scourings. The halty ſtirring up of Humours in the Body, where 
they fuperahound, and are generally diſperſed, and not fetled, cannor 
choo!e but hreed Sicknels ;, but not where Diſcretion and Judgement eya-- 
cuateth them in wholefom, ſweet and moderate Ayrings.

And for the Moteration of all theſe, bythe tedionſnels of time, as two? 
Moths for the firſt, two Months for the ſecond, and as much for the 
lalt. 
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laſt, It is like the Curing of the Gangreen in an old man; better to 
die then to be diſmembred, better loſe the price then bear the charge.For 
| appeal to any Noble Judgement, whoſe Purſe hath experienced theſe 
Actions, if ſix Months Preparation, and the dependents to it, do not de- 
your up a hundred pounds wager. 

Now Lallow bur of two Months time at any time of the year whatſo- 
ever, for an old Horſe, or an Horſe formerly trained, for l ſpeak not of 
Colts ; if he does it not in two Months, he ſhall not do it in fifteen, 

But reply they, no Scouring is to be allowed, for they are Phyſical , 
they force Nature, and ſo hurt Nature ; they make Sickneſs, and fo em- 
pair Health. And that indeed nothing is comparable to the length of 
time, becauſe Nature worketh every thing it ſelf, and though ſhe be 
longer, ſhe hath leſs danger. 

| conleſs that Sibbeſauce Scourings, which are ſtuff*d with poiſonous 
Ingredients, cannot chooſe but bring forth Infirmity ; but wholeſom 
Scourings, that are compoled of bencticial and nouriſhing Simples, nei- 

ther occalion Sickneſs, nor any manner of Infirmity, but brings away 
Greaſe and all foulnels, in that kindly and abundant ſort, that one week 
Jhall effe!t more then two Months dilatory and doubttul forbearance, 

I call itdilatory and doubtful,becauſe no man(in this lingring Courſe) 
can certainly tell which way the Greaſe and other foulnels will avoid, 
as whether in his Ordure (which is the {afeſt)into Sweat,(which is hazar- 
dous,) into his Limbs, (which is miſchievous) or remain and putrifie in 
his Body, (which is mortally dangerous) ſince the Iſſue of any, or all theſe 
tall our according to the ſtrength and eſtate of the Horles Body, and the 
diligence of the Feeder. Andift either the one fail in Power, or the 
Other in Care, Farcwel Horle for that year. 

All this Envy cannot choo{e but conteſs ; only they have one broken 
Crutch to ſupport them, which is, they know no Scouring, therefore 
they will allow of no Scouring, 

Againſt Barbariſm I will not diſpute, only I appeal to Art or Diſcre- 
tion, whether Purgation or Sufferance, when Nature is offended, be the 
better doers. 

But they Reply by a Figure called, A»/ardiry, that whatſoever is given 
to any Horſe more then his Natural Food, and which he will Naturally 
and willingly reccive, is both improper and unwholceſom, To this I An- 
iwer, the Natural Food of Man is Bread only, all othcr things (according 
to the Philolopher) are ſuperfluous, and ſo to he avoided. 

At this Argument both Humanity and Divinity laughs, For other 
Helps, as Phylick, divers Meats, and divers Means, ordcincd for both, 
even by the Power of the Almighty himſelf, tells the Contemners hereof, 
how grols]y they crr in this fooliſh Opinion. Nay, allow them a little 
ihacow of truth, that things moſt Natyral arc moſt beneficial, then it

The firſt Ordering of the Running Horſe, according to the ſeveral Eftates of 
thitr Bodies, 

This Office of the Feeder, albcit 1n general it belong to all Horſe-men, 
yet in particular it is moſt appropriate to the Fecder of the Running- 
Horſe ; bccaute other general Hortes have a general way of Feeding, 
theſe are Artificial and Preſcript from, full of Curiolity and Circum- 
ſpection, from which who!oever errs, he [hall ſooner bring his Horſe to 
deſtruction then perfection. You are to have regard to three Eſtates of 
a Horſes Body. 

The firſt is; if he be very Fat,Fovl,or cither taken from Grafs or Soil. 

The ſecond, if he be extream Lean and poor, cither througi over- 
Riding, diforder or other intirmiry, 

And the third, if he be in good and well-liking eſtate, having had 
good uiage and moderate excrcil-, 

If he bein the firſt Eſtate of Body, you ſhall take longer time for 
his Feed.,as two Months at the leaſt : for he will a5k much labonr in Air- 
ing, great carefu!nels in hearing, and diſcretion in Scouring, and rather 
a {trict then liberal hand in feeding, 1f he be in the ſecond Eiltate of 
Body (which is poor) then take a longer time, and let his Airings be 
moderate, as not before and after Sun, rather to encreaſe Appetite then 
harden Fleſh, and let him have a bountijul hand in Feeding, but not fo 
much as tocloy him. 

If he be inthe third Eſtate of Body, which is a mean betwixt the other 
extreams, then a Month or fix Weeks, or a Fort-night, or lefs,may be time 
ſufficient to dyct him ſor his Match. Now as this Eſtate participates 
with both the former, ſo it would horrow from them a ſhare in all their 
Orderings, that is, to be neither too carly, nor too late in Airings, la- 
borious, but not painfui Heatings, nouriſhing in Scouring, and conftaut 
in a moderate way 07 Feeding, 


To be an Fye to the particul wr Eft.te of a FLrſcs Bad, 

Now as you regard theſe general Eſtates of Bodies, ſo you muſt have 
an eye to certain particular cſtates of Podics, As if an Horle he Fat 
and Foul, yet of a frce and ſpending Nature, apt quickly tro conſume an4 
loſe his Fleth, this Horſe mult not have lo ſtrict 2 Hand,nzither can he en- 
dure {o violent Exerciſe as he that is of an hardy diſpolition, and will feed 
::nd be fat upon all Nicats and all Exerciſes, 

Again, if yoar Horle be in extream Poverty, through diſorder and mi 
ulage, yet 1s by Nature very hard, andapt both foon to recover his Fleſh, 
and long to hold it; then over this Horſe you {hall by no means hold fo li- 
berat a hand, nor ſorbcar that Exercite, which js ofa tender Nature, 2 
weak Stomach,and a tree Spirit, provided alyays you have icgard to his 
Lunbs and the liaper!e.tiouns of Larnenc's, The 
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The firft Forinizhts ſeeding of an Horſe for Matchy that is, fat, ferl, or either 


newly taken from Graſs or Sol, 


If you Match a Horle that is fat and fonl,cither by running at Grafs, or 
ſtanding at Soi}; or any other means of Reſt, or tco high feeding 5 you 
ſhall (atter hig Body bz empri-d, and the Grals avoided, which will be 
within three or four days) for the firſt Fortnight at leuſt, rite carly in 
the Morning before day, or at the ſpring of day according to the time 
of the ycar ; and having put on his Bridle waſht in Beer, and ticd him up 
to the Rack, take away his dung and other foulnels of the Stabie ; then 
dreis him well, as in The Office of the Keeper, When that Work is fniſhed, 
takea fair large Pedy-cloth of thick Houſe-Wives Kerlie, (it it be in

from cating up his Litter, from gnawing upon Poards and Mud-walls, 
and indeed to kcep him trom cating any thing but what he receiveri irom 
your own hands, they are made ſometimes of Leather, and ſtamps tull of 
holes, or cle cloſe, but they are untavoury and unwhole!om. Nay, in- 
decd all Leather is unplcatant. Beſides, they are too cloic and too hot 
for him The beit Sunmer Muzzle, (and indeed beſt at all times) is the 
Ner-Niuzzle, made of ſtrong Pack-thread, and knit very thick and cloſe 
in the boctom, and ſo enlarged wider and wider upwards to the middle 
of the Hories Head ; then bound upon the top with Tape, and on the 
nethcr ſide a Loop, and on the farther ſidea long String to faiten it to 
the Horles Head. The beſt Winter Muzzle (and indeed tolerable at any 
time) is made of double Canvas, with a round Butron, and a ſquare La- 
tice \Vindow of ſmall Tape before both his Noſtrils, down tothe very 
bottom ofthe Muzzle, and upward more then a handtu!, and muſt alto 
have a Loopand a String to faſten about his H:ad, Ar Nine of the Clock 
at Night, vive him a quart of clean Oats, and when they are caten, put on 
his Muzzic, and tofs up his Litter, and fo leave him. 

The next day carly give hima quart of clean Oates, rubb:d betwcen 
your hands with ſoing Bcer or Ale, and when he hath caten them, Dreſs 
him and Saddlc him as bc'ore, andh2ing ready to depart, give him a 
new laid Egg or two, and wa!h Iis Mouth after it with Beer or Ale, and 
{o lead him away, and at the door provoke himto empty, then Mounr 
and Rack him gently to the Courſe, ever and anon making him 1m-1] an- 
oilcr Hories dung, 

Wheii youare come within a Mile of the ſtarting Poſt, alight and take 
of his Fody-Cloth and Breaſt-Cloth, and Girt on the Saddle ag1in ; then 
ſending away your Grooms hogh with thoſe Cloaths, and octier dry 
Cloaths to rnb with, let him ſtay at the end of the Courle till you come : 
then your ſelf Rack your Horſe gently up to the ſtarting Poll, ard be- 
yond, making him {mell to that Poſt, (which you call the weighing Poſt) 
that he may take notice of the beginning and ending of the Courſe, 
There ſtart your Horic roundly and ſharply, at ncar a three quarters 
inced, and according to his Strength of Body, Ability of Wind, and 
Ch.artuln.t of Spirit, run him the whole Courle through. But by no 
mcans do any thing ia extremity, or above his Wind, but when you 
find him 2 1:;tele yield, then give him a litcle cate, ſo that all hz doth 
may be done with Pleaſure, and not with Anguiih ; For this manrer of 
training will make him take delightin his labour, and fo encreate it: The 
contrary will breed dilſcom{ort,and makeExerciſe irkfom, Alſo during the 
time you tius courle him, you ſhall Note upon what Ground he runneth 
beſt,and whether up the Fill or down the Hill;whether on the {nooth,or 
on the rough,on the wet or on the dry,or on the level,or the Earth fome- 
what Riling: and according 2s you find his Nature, ſo manage him for 

your 
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your own advantage, When you have Finiſhed the Feats, anda little 
ſlightly Galloped him up and down to Rate his Wind and chear his 
Spirits, you ſhall then (the Groom being ready) Ride into ſome warm 
Place, and with your Glaſling Knife, or {craping Knite, made either of 
ſome broken Sword blade,or ſome oid broken Sythe, or tor want of that, 
a thin picce of old hard Oaken wood, faſhioned like a long broad Knite 
with a tharp edge, {crape oit the Sweat ot your Horle in cvery part(Put- 
toci's excepted) till there will none arite, ever and anon moving him up 
and down : Then with dry Cloaths Rub him all over (Buttocks except- 
ed) then take ofthis Saddle, and having Glatled his Pack, and rub'd it 
ncar dry, put on his Body-Cloth and Þrcalt-Cloth, and {rt on his Saddle 
again and Girt it, then Mount and Galiop tim gent}y, and ever and anon 
Rubbing his Head, Neck and Bedy, as you fit, then walk himabont the 
Fields to cool him; And when you bad he dricth apace, then Rack him 
homevards, ſometimes Racking, and {cmetimes Galloping ; and by no 
mcans bring him to the Stable, till you ind him thronfly dry, When 
VOoil are come tv the Stahlc-door entice h,m to empty, then tet him np 
and Tie him tothe Rack, and (as having prepared it bezore) give hin 
this Scourmg, made in this manner, .

Take a Pint of the Syrup of Rotes, or a pint of ſtrong Honyed-wa- 
tcr, an diflolve into it of C f(a, As ik and Hh, of cach an ounce, 
and Tunble them well together in-a Viol-Glals, Then being MuPd,and 
made warm at the Fire, and the Horle newly come? from his Heat (as he - 
lore ſhewed) give him this Scourtny, for it is altrong one, and avoideth

When you have piven it hm, rub his Legs well, then take off his 
Saddlc, and if his Pedy he dry,run th1ghtiy over it with a Curry-Comb, 
and af:cr that the Fre Bruth, and laitly, rub him all over with dry 
Ciouis yery well, and Cloath hum up very warm, and it the Weather 
be very cold, to tiirow over 11m a loote Blanket. He muſt falt tu!l rwo 
Hourcs aiter his Scouriny, nor departing out of the Stable, and keep 
him ſtirring therein, for it will work the better. After he hath Faſted 
on the Bridle rewo honres, thei take a Hand:ial of Wheat-Ears, and com- 
ng to him, handle the Roots of his Ears, then put your Hand under his 
Cioaths next to his Heart upon Jus Flanks, and on the nether part of his 
things , and 1t you ittice any new Sweat arife, or any Coldne!sariie, or 
jj you fee his Body beat, or ins Breait move faſt, then forvear to vive 
I-@1 2ny thing, for it fhewstherc is mach foulnels ſtirred vp, on which 
Gl. Nigd-Clac 1 OF Ct WITH g LOnGgucr!l, quality ; the Horle is bronehr 
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to a little Sickneſs, therefore in this caſe you ſhall only take off his 
Bridle, put on his Coller, tos up his Litter, and abſent your ſelf, (having 
made the Stable dark and ſtill) tor other two houres, which isthe utmoſt 
end of that Sickneſs. But if you finde no ſuch offence,then give him the 
Ears of Wheat, by three or four together, and ifhe cat this handful, give 
him another, and ſo another or two. "Then give him a little Knob of 
Hay well duſted, and draw his Bridle, and rub his Head well. An hour 
afrer give him a quart of clean Oats, and put two or thre handfuls of 
ſpelted Beans atnongſt them, and ſee that they he very clean, and break 
amongſt them two or three Shives of Bread clean chipt, and ſu leave him 
for two or three houres. At Evening before you dreſs him, give him 
the like quantity of Oates,Beans and Bread, and when he hath eaten them, 
Bridle him, Drels and Cloath him ; for you ſhall neither Sad4le, or Air 
him forth, becauſe this Evening after his Heat, the Horſe being foul, and 
the Scouring yet working 1n his Body, he may not receive any cold water 
at all. After he is dreſt, and hath ſtood two houres on his Eridle, then 
waſh three pints of clean Oates in Peer or Ale, and give them him, for 
this will inwardly cool him, as if he had drunk water 

After he hath eaten his waſht Mcat, and reſted upon it a little, you 
ſhall at his feeding times with Oates and {pelt Beans,or Oates and Bread, 
or altogether, or each ſeveral, or ſimply ot it ſelf, according to the liking 
of the Horſe, feed him that night in plentiful manner, and leave a Knob 
of Hay in his Rack when you go te Bed. 

The next day carly,firſt tced,then dreſs, Cloath, Saddle, Air,Water and 
bring home as at other times ; only have a more careiul cye to his empty- 
ing, and ſec how his Greaſe and Foulneſs waſteth, 

At his feeding times feed as was laſt ſhewed you, onlythut little Hay, 
and keepyour Heating-days, and th» preparation of the day before, as 
was before ſhewed. Thus you ſhall ſpecd the ſecond Fortnight, in which 
your Horſe having received four Heats, Horſe-man like given him, and 
jour Scuurings, here 15 no doubt but his Body will be drawn inwardly 
clean, you ſhall then the third Fortnight Order him according to the

The third Fortnights Feeding, 


The third Fortnight you ſhall make his Bread Finer then it was for 
merly, As thus, 


The Second Bread. 


Take two Pecks of clean Beans, and two pecks of fine Wheat, Grind 
thcm well, and Searce them through a tine Raunge, and Knead them up 
with Barm and great ſtore of Lightning, and make it up as you did the

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former Bread. With this Pread atter the Cruſt is taken away, and being 
old, feed your Horle, as before [hewed, for this Fortnjght, as you did the 
former, putting it amonglt his Beans and Oats, obſerving his Dreſlings, 
Airings, Fecdings, Heatings and Preparations, as in the former Fortnight, 
only with theſe dittercnces, 

Firſt, you ſhall not give your Heats ſo violently as before, but with a 
Iittle more pleaſure, as thus. If the hrſt Hcat have vio'ence, the ſe- 
cond ſhall have cale, and indeed none to over-ſtrain him or to make his 
Body ſore. Next, you ſhall not aſter his Heats, give him any more of the 
former Scouring, but in ſtead thercof, inſtantly upon the end of the Heat, 
after the Horſe is a little cooled and cloathed up ; and in the ſame place 
whereyou Rub him, give him a Ball as big as a Hens Egg, of that Con- 
fection which js mentioncd in the Office of the Farrier, and gocth by this 
Title, Tverrue Marner of Making thoſe Cordial Balls, which Cure any vu» 
lem Cold, or Glanders, which, cc.

The fourth and laſt Fortnight you ſhall make your Bread much Finer 
thcn cither of the former, 


The Laſt and bift Bread, 


Take three Pecks of fine Wheat, and one Peck of Beans, Grind them 
on the black Stones, and hoult them through the fineſt Boulter you can 
get, then Knead it up with ſwcet Ale, Barm, and new ſtrong Ale and the 
Barm beaten together, and the Whites of twenty or thirty Eggs ; But in 
any wiſe no Water at all, but in ſtead thereof ſome ſmall quantity of New 
Milk,then work it up.Bake it and Order itas the former, With this Bread, 
having the Crnſt cut clean away, and with Oats well Sunned, Beaten and 
Rubbed between your Hands, then new Winnowed, Siftcd and Drelgd, 
with the pureit ſpclt Peans,and ſom? fine.ChilternWheat,with any Simple, 
or any Compound, feed your Horie at his Fecding timcs, as inthe Fort- 
night laſt m.ntionetl, 

You ſhall keep your Heating-days the firſt Week or Fortnight, hat 
the laſt Week you thall forb.ar one Heat, and not give any five days 
betore the Match-diy, only you ſhall give him ſtrong and long Air- 
TED 

You ſhall not necd this Fortnight to give him any Scouring at all, If 
this Fortnight Morning and Eveninz, you hurn the beſt Frankincenſe in 
your Stable, you ſhall linde it exce.ding wholeſom for him, and he will 
take wonderful delight therein, 

In this Fortnight, when you give him any waſht Meat, wah it in 
the 
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the Whites of Eggs, or Muskadine, for that is moſt whol:ſom and lets 
Purſe. 

This Fortnight give him no Hay, Lut what he taketh out of 
your hand after his Heats, and that in little quantity, and. clear 
duſted. 

The laſt Week of this Fortnight, it the-Horſe be a foul Feeder, you 
muſt uſe the Muzzle continually ; but it he b2a clean Feeder, then three 
Lays before the Match 1s ſufficient. | 

The Morning, the day before your Match, feed well both before and 
aftcr Airing, and water asat other times,hctore Ncon and aſter Noon, 
ſcant his Portion of Mcat a little; before and after Evening Airing, 
ſeed as at Noon, and Water as at other rimes, but be fure to come home 
before Sun-{et. 

Late at Night feedas you did in the Evening, and give him what he 
liketh, accord:ng to his ſtomach, only as you can, torbcar Bread and 
Beans. 

This day you ſhall Coul yuur Horſe, Shoo him, and do all extraordi- 
nary things of Ornam-nt about him, provided that you do not give him 
offence to hinder his Feeding or Reſting; For | have heard ſome Hoele- 
men ſay, that when they had ſhod their Horſes with light Shoos,the Night 
before the Courle, that their Horſe hath taken ſuch notice thereof, that 
they have relulcd to cat, or lie down. But you mult underftand, that 
thoſe Horſcs mult be old, and long Exp. rienced in this Exerciſe, or elſe 
they cannot reach thele ſultil apprehenſions. But to pals by Curioſity, 
as plating of Tails, and all other unnecellary Ornaments, whereby they 
do injury to the Horie, I ſhall adviſe you for nccellary and indifferent 
things, that they be done the day before, then in the Morning of the 
Courſe, becauſe 1 would haye him that Mo-ning find neither trouble nor 
Vexation, 

The next Morning (which is the Match-day) come to him very carly, 
and take ofFhis Muzzle, Rub his Head well, right his Cloaths, aud give 
them caſe by wiſping and uling the plain Circingle, then give him a 
pretty quantity ol Oats waſhed in AZxfcadize, or the Whites of Epps, 
or if he rcfule them, try him with fine drefOd Oats, mixt with Whear, 
or Oates liniple ; wen he hath eaten them, it he be a ſlow emptier, walk 
him abroad, and in the places where he ufes to empty, there entice him 
to empty, which when he hath done, bring him home and let him reſt 
till you have warning to make rcady, But it he be a free Empeier, 
[ct him lie quict, 

When you have warning to makeready, take ofF his Muzzle, and put 
on his SnziRe well waſhed in Auſcadine, but before you Bridle him (if 
you think him to empty) give him three or ſour Mouths full of wathed 
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Meat laſt fpoken of, then Bridle him up and dreſs him, and after pitch the 
Saddle and Girts with Cordwainers Wax, ſet it on and girt it gently, ſo as 
he may have feeling, but no ſtraitneſs ; then lay a clean Sheet over the 
Saddle, over it his ordinary Cloaths,then his Body-cloth and Breaſt-cloth, 
and wiſp him round with ſoft Wilps, then if you have a Counterpane, or 
Cloth of ſtate for bravery ſake, let it be faſtened above all. Being now 
ready todraw out, give him half a pint of A4uſcaine, and fo lead away. 
 Inall your Leadings upon the Courſe, uſe gentle and calm Motions,ſuf- 
fering him to ſmell upon any Dung, and in eſpecial places of advantage, 
as where you find Ruſhes, long Grals lying, Heath or the like, walk inand 
entice him to Piſs. Bur if you find no ſuch help, then in eſpecial places on 
the Courfe, an« chiefly towards the latter end, and having uled the ſame 
means before, break lome of the Wilps under him, and entice him to pils. 

Alſo in your leading, if any white or thick foam or froth riſe ahount the 
Horſes Month, with a clean Handkerchief wipe it away, and carrying a 
Bottle of clcan water about you, waſh his Month now and then with it. 

When you come to the place of ſtreight, before you uncloath, rub or 
chaſe his Legs with hard Wiſps; then pick his Feet, nncloath, waſh his 
Mouth with water, Mount his Rider, ſtart fair, and leave the reſt to Gods 
good Will and Pleaſure. 


Certain Obſervations and Advantages for every Feeder to obſerve in ſundry 
Accidents, 


There is no unreaſonable Creature of Pleaſure ſubjet to ſo many dif. 
aſterous chances of Fortune, as the Horſe, and eſpecially the Running 
Horſe, both by reaſon of the multiplicity of diſcaſes belonging unto them, 
as alſo the violence of their Exerciſe,and the nice tenderneſs of their keep- 
ing : and therefore it hchooveth cvery Feeder ro be Armed with ſuch Ob- 
ſervations as may concern Milchicts, and thole Helps which may amend 
them when they happen. 


Of Meat and Drink, 


The firſt Obſervation that I ſhall Arm the Feeder withal, is the true di- 
ftribution of Meat and Drink. 

Let him o>ſerve, if there he any Mcat, Drink or other Nouriſhment 
v7hich you know to be good for him, yet he refafcth it; in this caſe you 
are not to thruſt it violently upon him, but by gentle means and cunning 
enticements win him thereunto, tempting him when he 1s moſt hangry, 
and molt dry ; and it he get but a bit at a time, it will ſoon encreaſe to a 
ereater quanrity, and ever let him have lets then he deſireth ; an1 that the 
ſooner he may be brought unto it, mix the Meat he Joyeta beſt with that 

he 
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he loveth worſt, till both be made alike familiar, and fo ſhall the Horſe 
be a ſtranger to nothing that is good and wholeſom, 


Obſervations for L ameneſs. 


Our Feeder muſt obſerve, if his Horſe be ſubject to Lameneſs or Stif 
neſs, to ſurbate or tenderneſs of Feet, then to give him his Heat upon 
ſmooth Carpet Earth, or to forbcar ſtrong Ground, hard High-ways, 
croſs Ruts and Furrows, till extremity compel him, 


Obſervations from the State of his Bedy. 


Our Feeder muſt obſcrve, that the ſtrongeſt ſtate of Body, (which I 
account the higheſt and fulleſt of Fleſh, fo it be good, hard, and without 
inward foulnels) to be the beſt and ableſt for the performance of theſe 
Wagers ; yet hcrein he muſt take two Conſiderations ; the one the Shape 
of the Horles Body, the other his Inclination and manner of Feed.ng. 

For the Shape of his Body. There be ſome Horſcs that are round, 
plump and cloſe knit together, fo that they will appear Fat and well Sha- 
p<d, when they are Ican and in poverty. Others are raw-boned, ſlender 
and looſe knit rogether, and will appear lean and deformed, when they 
arc Fat, foul and tull of groſs Humours. 


Frem his Inclination, 


So likewiſe for their Inclination, ſome Horſes (at the firſt) will feed 
outwardly, and carry a thick Rib, when they are inwardly lean as may 
be. There be others that will appear lean to the Eye, when they are on- 
ly Greaſe. In this caſe the Feeder hath two Helps to advantage his know- 
Icdge, the one outward, the other inward. 


From his outward Handling, 


The outward Help, is the outward Handling and feeling the Horſes 
Body, generally over all his Ribs, but particularly upon his ſhort and hiu- 
dermoſ? Ribs. 

If his Fleſh generally handle ſoft and looſe, and the Fingers fink into 
it as into Doun, then is he foul without all queſtion 5 but it gencrally it 
be hard and firm, only upon the hindermoſt Rib is ſoftneſs, then he hath 
grcaſe and foul matter within him, which muſt be avoided, how lean and 
poor ſocver he appear in outward ſpeculation. 

The inward Help is only ſharp Exerciſe, and ſtrong Scouring ; the firſt 
will diiſolve the foulnetſs, the latter will bring it away. 
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Obſervations from the Privy Parts, 


Our Feeder muſt obſerve his Horſcs Stones, for if they hang down Side, 
or low froin his Body, then 1s he out oi luſt and heart, and is cither ſick of 
Greaſe, or other foul humours ; -but if they lie cloſe, couchcd up, and hid 
in a fiwall rcom, then he 1s Healthtul and in good plight. 


Obvſcrvations for the Limbs, 


OurTce ler muſt obſerve ever the Night before he runs any Match, or 
ſorc hcar, to bathe his Legs well, from the Knces and Gambrels down- 
wards, cither with clariſicd Dops-greate, (which is the beſt) or Trotters 
Oyl (which is the next ;) or clic the beſt Hogs-greale, which is ſufficient, 
ard to work it well in with your hands, and not with Fire, For what 
he gcts not in the hrſt Night, will be got in the next Morning, and what 
1s not got inthe next Morning, will be got when he comes to uncloath at 
the end of the Courſe : So that you ſhall need to uſe the Ointment bur 
once, but the rubbing as oftcn as you inde opportunity. 


Obſervations for IWater, 


Our Feeder ſhall obſcrve, that albeit Tgive no directions for Watering 
him after the Heats, yet he may in any of the Jatter Fortnights (linding 
him clean, and his greale conſumed,) lomewhat Jatc at Night, as about fix 
of the Clock, give him water in reaſonable quantity, being made luke- 
warm, and {{ting an houre af er it. Alſo if through the unſcaſonable- 
neſs ofthe AVeather, you cannot water abroad, theu you ſhall at your wa- 
tering houres water inthe houſc, with warm water, as aforeſaid. If you 
throw a handiul of Wheat-Meai, Bran or Oat-meal finely powdred (but 
Oat-meal is the bcſt) into the water, it is very wholcſom. 


Obſervations for the Ground to run in, 


Our Feeder ſhall obſerve, that if the Ground whereon he is to Run his 
Match, Le dangerous andaprt for milchievous Accidents, as ſtrains, over- 
rcaches, Sinew-bruiſes and the like, that then he is not bound to giveall 
his Heats thercon ; but having made him acquainted with the Nature 
thereof, then cither totake part of the Conrie, as a Mile, two or three, 
according tothe gocdnels of the Ground, and fo to run him forth, and 2- 
pain (winch wecall turning Heats) provided always that he end his Heat 
at the weighing Poſt, and that he make not his Courle lefs, but rather 
MOUOre 
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more in quantity then that he muſt run, But if for ſome ſpecial Caſes, he 
like no part of the Courſe, then he may many times (but not ever) give 
his heat upon any other good Ground, about any ſpacious and large Field, 
where the Horſe may lay down his Body and rua at Pleaſure, 


Obſervations from Sweat. 


Our Feeder ſhall take eſpecial regard in all Airings, Heatinzs, and all 
manner of Exerciſes whatſcever, to the Sweating of the Horſe, and the 
occaſions of his Sweating; asit he Sweat upon little or no occaſion, as 
walking a Foot-pace, ſtanding ſtill in the Stable, and the like, it is then 
apparent that the Horle 1s faint, foul fed, and wanteth Exer- 
cie. 

If upon good occaſion, as ſtrong Heats, great Labour, and the like, he 
Sweat, yet his Sweat 1s white Froth, and like Sope-ſuds, then is the Horſe 
inwardly foul, and wanteth alſo Exerciſe. But if the Sweat be black, and 
as it were only water thrown upon him, without any frothineſfs, then is he 
clean fed, in good luſt and good caſe,and you may Adventure Riding with 


our danger. 


Obſervations from the Hair, 


Our Feeder ſhall obſcrve his Hair in general, but eſpecially his Neck, 
and thoſe Parts that are uncovercd, and if they lie ſlick,ſmooth and cloſe, 
and hold the Beauty of their natural colour, then is he in good caſe ; bur 
if they be Rough or ſtaring, or it they be difcoloured, then is he inwardly 
cold at the Heart, and wanteth both Cloaths and warm keep- 
ing. 
"wn other Obſervations there are, but theſe are moſt material, and I 
hope ſufficient for any Underſtanding, 


The Office of the Ambler, 


Ovſervations m Ambling, 


Tx is not any Motion in a Horſe more defired, more uſeful, nor 
indecd more hard to he obtained unt > by a right way, then the Mo- 


tion of Ambling; an yet (if we will beltzve the Proteſtations gh 
ellors 
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feſlors) not any thing in all the Art of Horſemanſhip more caſie,or more 
ſeveral ways tobe etteted, every man conceiving to himſelf a ſeveral Me- 
thod, and all thoſe Methods held as infallible Maximes, that can never 
{ail in the Accompliſhment of the Work, 


Hens Opinions and Errors, 


But they which know truths, know the Errors in theſe Opinions, for 
albcit every man that hath hardly a imell of Horſemanſhip, can diſcourſe 
of a way how tomake a Horſe Amble, yet when they come to the Perform- 
ance of the Motion, their failings are lo great, and their crrors ſo grols, 
that for mine own part, I never yet ſaw an exatt Ambler, I confeſs ſome 
one man may makea Horſe Amble well and periettly, nay, more then 
one, peradventure many, and thereby aſſume unto himfelt the name of 
Perſection, yet ſuch a man have l leen crre grolsly, and ſpoil more then 
his labour was ablc to r.compence. 

But lcaving Mens Errors, bccauſe they arc paſt my Reformation, 1 
will only touch at ſome ſpecial Oblervations, which in mine Opinion I 
hold to be the calicſt, the ccrraineſt and readielt for the ctiecting of this 
work, and withal glance at thole ablurditics,which I have ſeen tollowed, 
though to little purpole, and leſs benefit, 


Ambling by the Plowed Field, 


There is one commends the new Plowcd Lands, and affirms, that by 
toyling the Horſe thercon in his Foot-pace, th:re js no way fo exccllent 
for the making of him Amble ;, but, he forgets what weakneſs, nay, what 
Lamenels, ſuch diſorderly toyl brings to a young Horle,nay,to any Horſe; 
becauſe the Work cannot be done without wearinels, and no wearineſs is 
wholciom, 

Ambling by the Gallop, 


Another will tcach his Horſe to Amble from the Gallop, by ſudden 
ſtopping, a more ſudden choking him in the Cheeks of the Mouth,thruſt- 
ing him into ſuch an amazednels betwixt his Gallop and his Trot, that lo- 
ling both he cannot choole but tind out Ambling. 

But this Man forgets not alone the Error betore ſpoken (which is too 
great toil) but allo ſpoils a goud Mouth, (if the Horle hal one,) loles'a 
gocd Rein (if there were any,) and by over-rcaching and clapping one 
Foot againſt another,cndangers upon cvyery ſtep an Hoot-breach or Sincw=- 
{train, 

Avnblinr by Weights, 
Another ſays there is no better way then Anmbling by Weights, and 
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thereupon overloads his Horſe with unmerciful Shoocs of intolerable 
Weight, and forgets how they make him entertcre, ſtrike ſhort with his 
Hind-feet, and though his Morion be true, yet is ſo flow, that it is not 
worth his Labour. Another folds great Weights of Lead about his Feet- 
lock Paſterns, and forgets that they have all the Miſchzjeis of the former, 
beſides, the endangering of incurable Strains,the2 cruſhing ofthe Crowner, 
and the Breeding of Ring-bones, Crown-ſcabs and Quittcr-hones, 
Another Loads his Horſe upon the Fillets with Earth, Lead, or fome 
other Maſly ſubſtance, and forgets the ſwaying of the Pack, the over- 
ſtcaining ofthe Fillers, and a general diſabling ot all the hinder parts, 


fAmbling in Hand, or rot ridaun. 


Another ſtruggles to make his Horſe Amble in his Hand, before he 
Mounts his Back, by the help of ſome Wall, ſmcoth Pail or Rail, and by 
Chocking him in the Mouth with th2 Bridle Hand, and Corretting him 
with his Rod on the hinder Hoofs, and und:r the Belly, when he treadeth 
falſe, and never remcmbhers in what deſp:rate franrickn-1s it drives an 
Horle, before he can make him underſtand his mcaning, as Plauging. 
Rearing, Sprauling out his Legs, and uſing 2 World of Antick Poſtures, 
*'which once ſetlcd, are hardly ever after reclaimed , helides, when he hath 
{pcnt all his labour, and done his utmoſt, as ſoon as hz Mounts his Back, ke 
iS as far to ſeek of his Pace as if he had never known luch a Motion, 


Ambltrg by the Help of Sheocs, 


Another finds ont a new Stratagem, and in defpight of all oppoſition in 
the Horſe, will make him Amble porſcaly, and thereupon he makes him 
a pair of hinder Shoocs, with long Spurncs or Platcs betore the Toes, and 
of ſuch length, that if the Horle ofter to Trot, the hinder-Foot beats 
the fore-Foot beforc it. But he forgets that the Shoo:s are made of Iron, 
and the Horſes Legs of Fleſh and Blood, neither doth he rememHher with 
what violence the hinder-Foot follows the tore-Foot, nor that cvery {troke 
It g£1vcS can light upon any place but the Back-Sinews, then which ther? 
1s NO part more tender, nor any wound that brings ſuch incuratle Lame- 
Acls, 
Amblins by the Help of fine Liſts, 


Arother (out of quaintneſs more then ſtrong Reaſon) ſtrives to make 
his Hor.c Amble by taxing of fine ſoft Liſts, and foiding them ſtreignt 
1hout the Cambrels, in that place wherc you Gartcr an Horſe {Or 2 ſU1i'C= 
{train; and then turn himtoGrals for a Fortnight, or more,in which tim? 
(faith he) he will tall to a perfect Amble, (tor it is truz, he cannot I ret 
but vith pain, then taking away the Liſts, the Work is hnithed, 
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But under the Correction of the Protcllors of this foreign trick, for it is 
a Spaniſh Prattice ;, 1 mult allure them, that if they gain their purpoſe, they 
muſt offend the Members ; If they hurt not the Limbs, they loſe their 1a- 
bour ; but however, this is moſt aſſured, that the Amble thus gained, muſt 
be di{zraceful,or Ambling and cringing in the hinder Paris,without come- 
linels, ſpeed or clear deliverancc. 


An bling by the Fund ovfy, 


Another (and he calls himſelf the Maſter Ambler of all Amblers) af. 
firms, there is no true way of niaking an Horſe to Amble, bur by the Hand 
only, and 1am of this opinion, could this ſecret be found out, or could a 
Man make a Horſe do all that he imagined ; but Horſes are Rebellious, 
and Men are furious,and the lealt of either of theſe ſpoils the whole Work; 
and it is impoſſible for anyMan to tadge an Horſe to a new Motion, utterly 
unknown, againſt which hewill not reſiſt with his uttermoſt power. Pe- 
fides, to do this Action with the Hand only, it muſt only be done trom the 
Horles Mouth, and that Mouth muſt of neceſlity be altered from his firſt 
manner of Riding ; for to uſe all one Hand mult preſerve all one Motion, 
and then where 1s his Ambling, which was not known at the firſt Backing? 
Again, we ſtrive at the hrſt Backing of an Horle, to bring his Mouth to 
all ſweetneſs, his-Rein to all Statelinels, and the general carriage of his 
Body to all Comelineſs. Now in this courſe of Ambling by the Hand on- 
ly, the Mouth mult he changed fromthe Chaps to the W. eks ofthe Mouth, 
which is ſrom ſweetneſs to harſhneſs, his Rein muſt be brought from con- 
ſtancy to unconſtancy ; for the Eyes that did look upward, the Noſe and 
Muzzle which was couched Inward, muſt be turned outward, and the ge- 
neral comelineſs of the Bodics Carriage muſt he brought to diſorder and 


faiſe treading, or clic he ſhall never Accomplith the true Art of Ambling 
by the Hand only. 


Ambling by the Tramel, 


There is another, (I will not call him the beſt,) becauſe his Error may 
be as great as any) and he will make his Horſe Amble by the help of the 


Tramel only, which 1 conteſs is nearcſt, the beſt and moſt afſured way.yct 
he hath many Errours, as followcth, 


Errors in the Tramctl, 


Firſt, he loſeth himſelf in the want of xnoxwledge, for the length of the 
Tramel, and either he makes it too long, (which gives no ſtroke,) or too 
ſhort, (which gives a falſe ſtroke) the firſt makes an Horſe hackle- and 
fiuffte his Feet contutcdly, the latter makes him Roul and Twitch up his 

; hinder 
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hinder Feet ſo ſuddenly, that by Cuſtom it brings him to a ſtring-halt, 
from which he will hardly be recovered ever after. Another loſes hin- 
ſelf and his labour by miſplacing the Tramel, and out of a Niceneſs to 
ſeem more cxpert then he is, or out of feartulneſs to prevent falling (to 
which the Tramel is ſubject) places them above the Knee, and above the 
hinder Foot-hoof, But the Rule is neither good nor handſom, for if the 
Tramel be too Jong or looſe, that is, gives no offence to the Sinews, and 
other ligaments, about which they mult ncccſlarily be bound, when they 

are raiſed ſo high, then they can give no true ſtroke, neither can the fore- 

Leg compel the hinder to follow it. And if they be ſo ſhort or ſtreight, 

that the fore-Leg cannot ſtep forward, bur the hindcr muft go equal with 

It, then will it fo preſs the main Sinew of the hinder-Leg, and the Veins 

and Fleſhy part of the fore-Thighs, that the Horſe will not be able to go 

without halting before,and cringing and crambling his hinder-parts fo ill- 

favouredly, that it will be irkſom to behold it ; beſides, it will occaſion 

Sweatings, and draw down humours, which will be more noiſom then the 

Pace will be beneficial. 

Another makes his Tramel of ſuch courſe and hard ſtuff, or elſe Girts 
it ſo ſtreight, or Icaves it fretting up and down ſo looſe, that he Galls his 
Horſes Legs, and leaves neither Hair nor Skin upon them, at the belt it 
leaves ſuch a foul print and mark upon the L2gs, that every one will ac- 
cuſe both the Horſe and his Teacher of diſgrace and indiſcretion. - 

As theſc, ſol muſt conclude with the laſt Error of the Tramel, which 
is Mens Opinions, and though it be the moſt inſufficient, yet it hath the 
greateſt power to over-{way Truth, and that is, the Tramel 1s utterly un- 
neceſlary and unprofitable, and the Defender worthy of no Employment, 
alledging the Land only to be excellent. 

The Errors I have already confuted ; it now remains (after all theſe 
faults finding, that I ſhew the trueſt, caſicſt, and that way which is moſt 
uncontroulable for the making of an Horle to Amble, with all the grace- 
fulncſs and perfection that can be required, 


Tke beſt way to Amzle an / torſe. 


When yon are ahout to make an Horſe Amvle truly, and without cont- 
troulment, Firſt, try with your Hand by a gentle and deliberate racking 


and thruſting of the Horſe forward, by helping him in the Weeks of his, 


Mouth with your Snz{Fe, (which mult be fmooth, big and full) and cor- 
re:ting him jirſt on one fide, thn on another with the Calves 0: your 
Legs, and {oinctimes with thz Spur , if you can make himof himſelf ftrike 
inazo an Amblc, though ihvfling diſorderly, there will be much labour {a- 
ved; for that proclivity or apinels to Amble, will make him with more 
caſneſs and leſs danyer, endure the uſe of the Tramel, and make h:m 
find the Motion without lumbling or amazement ; bug if you finde hc 
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will by no mcans either apprehend the Motions or Intentions, then 
ſtruggle not with hum, but fall to the ule of th2 Tramel in this manner 
following, | 

The Form 8f the Tramel, 


But b:ſore I come to the Uſe and Vertue thereof, I will ſhew you thz 
form and ſubſtance wh:reot it ought to be mad; b:cauſe nothing hath 
ever done this Inſtrument more Injury, th-n falſe Subſtances and falte 
Shap:s. Therefore {ome make theie Tramels of all Leath:r, and they 
will eith:r reach or break, the lirſt marrs the Work by uncertainty, the 
other loſeth the labour. 

Anothcr makes it of Canvals, and that galls. 

Arthird makes 1t of ſtrong Liſts, and that hath all the faults of both the 
former, for the ſoitnels will not let it lie cloſe, and the gentleneſs makes 
it ſtretch out of all compals,or break upon every ſtumble. And as theſe, 
ſo there are a World of other ulclels Tram-1s, for you muſt underſtand, 
that touching the true Tramel, the Sidc-Ropcs mult be firm without yield- 
ing an hair : The Hole muſt b- loſt, lie cloſe, and not move from his 
firſt place, and the Back-band muſt be flat, no matter how light, and ſo de- 
fended from rhe Fillets, that it may not gall. And this Tramel muſt be 
thus mad-, and of thelc Subſtances. 

Firſt, for the Side-Rop's, they muſt be made of the beſt, fineſt and 
ſtrongeſt Pack-thread, fuch as your Tw-ky-thread,and turn. d by the Roper 
into a delicate ſtrong Cord, yet at the utmoſt, not above the bigneſs of a 
{mall Jack-line, with a Nooſe at each end, ſo ſtrong as is poſlible to be 
made ; neither muſt rhcſe Side-Ropes be tiined roo hard, bur gentle, and 
with a yiclding, condition, for that will bring on the Motion more calic, 
and kcep the 'Tremel from breaking, now theſe Side-Ropes mult be ju{t 
thirty (tx Ingies in lngh,and lo cquat one with ancth:r,that no dilference 
may be eſpied. 

For the Horſe which muſt be placed in the ſmall of the Fore-leg, and 
the ſmall of the hinder-Legy, above tne Fert lock, they muſt be made of 
{ne Girt-\Wcb, which is ſoft and pliant, and loyncd with double Cotton : 


The Pack-bard being of no other ule but to bear up the $:de Ropes, 
would (if you Tramcl all the fore-Legs) be made of fine Girt \Vel, and 
loyncd with Cotton; hut if you Tramel bur one ſide,then an ordinary Tape 
w:ll terve,being ſure that it carries the iide-Ropes in an evenLine,without 
e ther Riſfing or falling: or it it rife, it ſhortens the 1d:-Rope,aad it it fall 
it endangers tangling,

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© Thus youſee what the true Tramel is, and how to be made; touching 
the uſe, it thus followeth. 


The true Uſe of the true Tramel. 


When you have brought your Horſe into an even ſmooth Path, without 
Rubs or roughnels, you {hall there looſe the near fore-Leg, and the ncar 
hinder-Leg , then put to them the ſide-Rope, and ſce that he ſtand at 
that juſt proportion which Nature her ſelf hath formed him, without ei- 
ther {training or enlarging his Members, and in that cven and juſt length, 
ſtay the lide-Rope by a [mall Tape faſtened up to the Saddle. Then with 
your hand on the Bridle, ſtraining his Head, put him gently forward, and 
il need be, have the help of a þy-ſtander to put him forward alſo, and fo 
force him to Amble up and down the Road, with all the Gentlenels you 
c:n, ſuffering him to taxehis own leiſure, that there-by he may come to an 
underſtanding of his reſtraint, and your Will ſor thz Performance of the 
Motion, and though he ſnapper or ſtumble, or peradventure fall now and 
then, yet it matters not, do you only ſtay his Head, g:ve him leave to Riſe, 
and with all gentleneſs put him forward again, till finding his own faulr, 
and underſtanding the Motion, he will become perfect, and Amble in 
your Hand to your contentment. And that this may be done with more 
caſe and lefs amazement to the Horſe, it is not amils (at his firſt Tramel- 
ing) that you give your Side-Ropes more length then ordinary, both that 
the Twitches may be leſs ſudden; and Motion coming more gently, the 
Horle may ſooner apprehen{ it. 

But as loon 2s he comes to any perfetneſfs, then inſtantly put the Side= 
Ropes to their true length. For an inch too Jong, 1s a Foot roo flow in 
the Pace, and an Inch too ſhort cauſeth Rouling, a T witching upof the 
Legs, and indeed a k:nd of plain Halting. 


I ben to alter the Tramel, 


When the Horſe will thus Amble in your Hand perſetly, being Tra- 
melled on one ſide, you ſhall then change them to the other ſide, and make 
him Amble in your hand as you did before, And thus you ſhall do, chan- 
ging from one lide toanocher, till with this half- Tramel he will Run and 
Amble in your hand, veithout inappering or ſtumbling, both readily and 
[wiftly ; when this is attained unto, which cannot beabove two or three 
houres labovz, (if there be any tra{tablenzſs) you may then pur on the 
whole Tramel, and the broad, flat back Band, Trameling both f:des 
equally, and ſo Run him in your hand (at the utmoſt length of the Bridle) 
up and down the Road divers times, then pauſe, cheriſh, and to it again ; 
and thus apply him, till you have brought him to that Perfection, that he 
willAmble ſwiftly,truly and — a how you pleaſe;then 
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pat bim upon uneven and uncertain ways, as up-hill and down-hill, where 
there are clots and rovghneſs, and where there is hollownelſs and falſe 


treading, 
When to Mount kis Back. 


Now when he is perfet in your Hand upon all theſe, you may then ad- 
venture to Mount his Back, which (it you pleaſe) you may firit do by a 
Boy, or Groom; making the Horſe Amble under him, whileſt you ſtay his 
Head to prevent danger, or to ſec how he ſtriketh. Then aſter Mount 
your ſelf, and with all gentleneſs and lenity, encreaſing his Pace more and 
more, till you come to the height of Perfection. And thus as you did be- 
forc in your Hand, ſodo now on his Back, firſt with the whole Tram21, 
then with the half, and changing the Tramel oft, firſt from one ſide, then 
to another, then altering Grounds, till you finde that exquiſiteneſs which 
you detire, and this muſt be done by daily cxercite and labour, as twice, 
thrice, ſometimes oftner in the day, 


When to Journey, 


When you have obtained your Wiſh in the Perfe:tion of his ſtroke, the 
nimblencls of his Limbs, and the good carriage of his Head and Pody, 
you may then take away the Tramel altogether, and exercite him without 
It, But this Exerciſe 1 would have upon the High-way, (and not Horle- 
courier like) in a private ſmooth Road, for that affords hut a couſening 
Pace, which is left upon every ſmall wearineſs ; therefore take the High- 
way forward for three, four or five miles in a Morning, morc or lels, as 
you finde his aptneſs and ability. Now if in this Journeying, either 
through wearinels, ignorance or peevilhneſs, you finde in hun a willing- 
nels to forſake his Pace, then (ever carrying in your Pocket the half Tra- 
mel) alight and put them on, and ſo exercite him in them, and now and 
then give him cafe, bring him home in his true Pace, This Exercile you 
!hall tollow day by day, and every day increaſing it morc and more, till 
you have brought him from one mile to many ; which done, you may then 
give him caſe, as letting him reſta day or two, or more, and then apply 
him again ; andif you finde in himneither crrour nor alteration,then you 
may conclude your Work 1s finiſhed. : 

But if any alteration do kappen (as many phantaſtick Horlics are ſubje:t 
unto,) if it be in the motion of his Pace, then with your hand reform it, 
Bur 1t that fail, then the uſe of the halt-Tramel will never [ail you, 

Nov if the Error procecd from any other occaſion, look Ieriou!ly into 
tne cauſe thercof, and taking that away the cflet will ſoon ceale ;, for you 


zreto underſtand, that iu this manner of tezching him to Amble, you 
KC 
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are forbidden no help whatſoever which belongs unto Horſemanſhip, as 
Chain, Cavezan, Muſroul, Hcad-ſtrain, Martingale, Bit, or any other ne- 
ceſlary Inſtrument, becauſe this Motion is not drawn from the Mouth, but 
from the Limbs. 

Many things elſe mighg be ſpoken on this fubje.t, but it would but load 
paper, and weary Memory ; and I am only at thort Eſſays, and true Expe- 


riments, therefore take this as ſufficient,

for, according to the old Adage, What ws one ans Meat, 1 another Mins 
Poiſon; What one affetts, another diſlikes. But to proceed according to 
the Rule of Reaſon, the Precepts of the Ancients, and the Modern Pra- 
tice of our conceived Opinions, I will as briefly as I can, (and the rather, 
becauſe it isa labour | never undertook in this wiſe before) ſhew yon thoſe 


Obſervations and Advertiſements which may fortifie you in any hard E-- 


letion. 
The Eni4 fer which to Luy. 


Firſt, therefore you are to obſerve, that if you Elect an Horſe for your 
Hearts Contentment, you muſt conſider the end and purpoſe for which you 
buy him, as whether for the Wars, Running, Hunting, Travelling,Draught 
or Burthen, every one having their ſeveral Characters, and their ſeveral 
Faces huth of Beauty and Uncomelinels, . 

Kut becauſe there is hut one Truth and one Pertection, I will under the 
Deicription of the pertect and untainted Horſe, ſhew all the Impcrfections 
and Attaindures, which either Nature or Miſchance can put upon him of 
greateſt deformity. 

Let me then adviſe you that intend tohuy an Horſe, to acquaint your 


ſelf withall the true Sh:pe3 and Excellencies which belong to an _— 
| whethcr 
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whether it be in his natural and true Proportion, or in any accidental or 
outward increaſe or decreaſe of any Limb or Member, and from their 
Contraries,to gather all things whatſoever that may give diſlike or offence,

To begin there{ore with the-firſt Principle of Eleftion, you ſhall un- 
derſtand they are divided into two eſpecial Heads, the one General, the 
Other particular, 

The General Rule. 


TheGeneral Rule of Election is, Firſt, the End for which you buy ; 
Then his Breed or Generation, his Colour, his Pace, and his Stature , 
Theſe are faid to he General, becauſe they have a ecneral dependence up- 
on every Mans ſeveral opinions, as the firſt, which is the End for which 
you buy, It 1$2 thing ſhur up only in your own boſome. 


Of Breed. 


The other, which is Breed, you muſt either take it from faithful report, 
your own knowledpge, or from ſome known and certain Charatters, by 
which one ſtrain, or one Countrey is diſtinguiſhed from another, as the 
Neapolitan is known by his Hawk-Noſe, the Sparzard by his ſmall Limbs, 
the Barbary by his fine Head and deep Hoot, the Dvurch by his rough Legs, 
the Engliſh by his general ſtrong knitting together, and io forth of divers 
Others. 

Of Colour, 


As for his Colour, though there is no Colour exempt from goodacts,for 
I have lecn pood of all, yet there are lome herter reputed then others, as 
the Dapple Grey for Beauty, the Brown Bay for Service, the Black with 
Silver Hajrs tor Courape, and the Liard and true mixr Roan for Countc- 
nance. As for the Sorrel,the Black without White,aud the unchangeable 
Iron Grey, arereputcd Cholerick ; the bright Bay, the Flea-bitten, and 
the Black with white Marks, arc Sanguiniſts; the Black, White, Yellow, 
Dun, Kite-glewed and the Py-bald, are Phlegmatick ; 2ud the Chelnut, 
the Noutc. dun, the Red Bay, the blew Grey, are Melancholy, 


Pace, i; Tratting, 


Now for his Pace, which 1s either Trot, Amble, Rack or Gallop, you 
muſt Refer it to the end atto for which you buy ;, as if. jt be for the Wars, 
Running, Hunting, or your own Pleaſure, then the Trot 1s molt tolerable, 
and this Motion you ſhall know by a Crots Moving of the Horles Liabs, 

as 
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as when the fore-Leg, and the near Hinder-Leg, or the near fore-Leg,and 
the far Hinder-Leg move and go forward in one inftant. And in this 
Motion,the nearer theHorle taketh his Limbs ſrom theGround,the opener, 
the evener and the ſhortcr is his Pace; for to take up his Feet ſlovenly, 
ſhews ſtumbling and lameneſs ; To tread narrow or croſs, ſhews enter- 
fering or failing ; to ſtep uneven,ſhews toil and wearinels, and to tread 
long, ſhews over-reaching, 


Amblinr. 

Now if you Elect for Faſc, great Perſons Seats, or long Travel, then 
Ambling is required. And this Motion is contrary to Trotting, for now 
both the Feet on one fide jnuſt move cqually together, that is, the far fore- 
Leg, and the jar hinder-Leg, andthe near fore-Leg, and the ncar hinder- 
Leg. Andrhis Motion mutt go juſt, large, fmooth and nimble; tor to 
trad falle, takes away all calc ; ro tread [kort, rids no Ground ; totread 
rough, ſhews rouling ; and to tread un-nimbly ſhews a falſe Pace that ne- 
ver continucth, as allo Lamencls. 


Racking, 

If you Elect for Buck-Hunting, Ga!loping on the High-wayPoſt,Hack- 
ney, 9r the like, then a racking Pace is required: and this Motion 15 the 
ſame that Ambling is, only it 1s it a {wiſter time, anda ſhorter tread ; and 
though it rid not to much ground, yet it 15 a little more cate. 


G alloping, 

Norw to ail tncſe Paces muſt he joyned a gocd Gallop, which naturally 
every Trotting and Racking Horle hath , the Ambler is 2 little unapt 
thercunto, becauic the Motions arc both one,ſo that being put toa great- 
cr f\viſtnels of Pace then formerly he hath becn acquainted withal, he 
handles his Legs confutcdly, andout of order, and being trained gently, 
and made to underſtand the Motion, he will as well undertake it as any 
Trotting Horſe whatioever. Now in a good Gallop you are to obſerve 
theſe Vertues. Firſt,that the Horſe which takcth up his Feet nimbly fron 
the Ground, but doth not raile them high, that neither rouleth nor beat- 
eth hunſelf, that ſtretcheth out his fore-Legs, follows nimbly with his 
hinder, and neither cuteth under his Knee, {which is called the twift cut) 
nor crolleth, nor cl2ns ope Foot on another, and ever leaceth with his 
far fore-Foot, and uot with the near, he is ſaid evcr to Gallopcomely and 
molt true, and he is the fitteſt for ſpeed, or any fwiſt Employment. It he 
Gallop round, and railc his fore-Feet, he is thea ſaid ro Gallop ſtrongly, 
hut not ſwiftly, and 1s fitteſt for the great Saddle, the Wars and ftrong 
Encounters ; If hc Gallop flow, yet ſure he will ſerve for the High-way, 
but ifhe labour his Tect contuſedly,andGallop painfully,then is he good t01 
no Galloping Seryice ; belides, it ſhews ſome hidden Lameneis, . 
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His Stature, 

Laſtly, touching his Stature, it muſt he referred to the end for which 
you buy, ever obſerving that the biggeſt and ſtrongeſt are fitteſt for ſtrong, 
eccalions, and great Burthens, ſtrong Draughts, and double Carriage, the. 
middle Size for Pleaſure and general Emploiments , and'the lcalt for Ealc, 
Street-Walks, and Sunumer-Hackney, 


Tre particular Rale. 

Now touching the particular Rule of Election, it is contained in the 
diſcovery of natural deformities, accidental outward Sorrances, or in- 
ward hidden Miſchiels, which arc io many and fo infinite, that it is a 
World of Work to explain them, yet for fatisfattion ſake, 1 will in as 
methodical manner as I can,ſhew what you are to obſerve in this occalion, 

How to ftard ro View. 

When a Horſe is hrought unto you to buy (being fatisficd for his Breed, 
his Pace, Colour and Stature,) then ſce him ſtand naked hefore you, and 
placing your ſelf before his Face, take a [trict View of his Countenance, 
and the chearfulnefs thereof; for it is an excellent Glaſs wherein to be- 
hold his Goodneſs and beſt Perfections. As thus, 


His Ears, 

If his Ears be ſmall, thin, ſharp, ſhort, pricked and moving ; or if they 
hc long, yet well ſet on, andwell carried, itisa Mark of Beauty, Good- 
nels and Mettle : but if they he thick, lavedor lolling, wide ct and un- 
moving, then are they ſigns of dulneſs, doggednels and evil Nature. 


His Face. 

If his Face be lean, his Forchead Rvelling outward, the Mark or Feather 
in his Face ſet high, as above his Eyes, or at the top of his Eyes, if he have 
a white Star, or white Ratch of an indifferent Size, and cven placed, or a 
white Snip on h;s Noſe or Lip; all are Marks of Beauty and Goodnels. 
But if his Face be Far, Cloudy or Skouling, his Forchead flat 2s a Tren- 
cher, (which we call Mare-faccd) for the Mark in his Forehead ſtand low, 
as under his Eycs ; If his Star or Ratch ſtand awry, or in an evil poſture, 
or inſtead of a Snip, his Noſe be raw and un-hairy, or his Face generally 
bald, all are hgns of deformity. 


His F yer. 

If his Eyes be round, hig, black, ſhining, ſtarting or ſtaring from his 
Head, it the black of the Eye fill the Pit or outward Circumference, ſo 
that in the moving, none (or very little) of the White appcareth, all are 
ſignes of Beauty, Gooduels, 2nd Marcrial ; but if his Eyes be uneven, ard. 
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of a wrinkled proportion, if they be little (which we call Pig-Eyed) both 
are uncomely ſignes of Weakneſs ; if they be red and fiery, take heed of 
Moon-Eyes, which is next door to Blindneſs , if white and walled.,it ſhews 
a weak Sight and unneceſſary ſtarting or finding of Buggards ; if with 
white Specks, take heed of the Pearl, Pin and Web; it they water or 
ſhew bloody, it ſhews bruiſes ; and if any Matter, they ſhew old over-Ri- 
ding, feſtered Rheums, or violent ſtrains. If they look deador dull, or 
are hollow, or much ſunk, take heed of Blindneſs at the beſt. The Beſt 
is of an old decrepit Generation : if the Black fill not the Pit, bur the 
white is always appearing, or if in moving,the White and Black be ſeen in 
cqual quantity, it isa ſign of weakneſs and a dogged diſpoſition, 


His Cheeks and Coeps, 


Ifin handling his Checks or Chaps, you find the Bones lean and thin,the 
pace wide between them, the Thropple or Wind-Pipe big as you can 
Gripe, and the void place without Knots or Kernels ; and generally the 
Jaws ſo great, that the Neck ſeemeth to couch within them, they are excel- 
lent Signes of great Wind, Courage and Soundnefs of Head and Body. But 
if the Chaps be far and thick, the ſpace between them cloſed up with 
groſs Subſtance, and the Thropple little, all are Signes of ſhort Wind, and 
much inward foulneſs. If the void place he full of Knots and Kernels, 
take heed of the Strangle or Glaunders, at the beſt, the Horſe is not with- 
out a foul Cold. If his Jaws be ſo ſtreight that his Neck ſwelleth above 
them, if it he no more then natural, it is only an uncomely Sign of ſhort 
Wind, and Purſinels or Grofsnels ; but it the Swelling be long, andcloſe 
by his Chaps like a Wher-ſtone, then take heed of the Vives, or ſome 0- 
ther unnatural Impoltume. 


v i, F 
His Noftrils and Muzzle. 


If his Noſtrils be open, dry, wideand large; fo as upon any ſtraining 
the inward redneſs is diſcovered, and if his Muzzle be {mall, his Mouth 
deep, and his I.ips cqually Meeting, then all are good Signes of Wind, 
Health and Courage. But it his Noſtrils be ſtreight, his Wind is little ; 
if his Muzzct is grols, his Spirit 1; dull ; if his Mouth be ſhallow, he will 
never carrya Pit well; and if his upper Lip will not reach hienether, 
old Ape or Inlirmity-hath Marked him for Carrion. If his Noſe be moilt 
and dropping, if it be clear water, it is a Cold ;, it toul Matter, then be- 
ware of <launders: if both Noſtrils run, it 15 hurttul; but it one, then 
molt dangerous. 

His Teeth. 


Touching his Teeth and their Vertues, they arc ſet down mos 
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ticular Chapter ; onely remember, you never buy an Horie that wanteth 
any, for as good lole all almoſt as one, 


His Breaſt, 


From his Head Took down to his Breaſt, and ſeg that it be broad, out. 
ſwelling, and Adorned with many Features ; for that thews ſtrength and 
durance, The little Breaſt is uncomely, and ſhews weaknels, the narrow 
Breaſt is apt to ſtumble,fall and cnterfere before; the Breaſt that is hidden 
Inward, and wanteth the Peauty and diviſion of many Feathers, thews a 
weak Armed Heart, and a Breaſt that is unwilling and unſit for any vi+ 
olent toyl or ſtrong :abour, 


His Fore-Thig hs. 


Next look down from his Elbow to his Knees, and ſee that thoſe Forc 
Thighs be ruih-grown, well horned within, Sjnewed, Fleſhy, and ont= 
{welling, ſor they are good figns of ſtrength, the contrary thews weak+ 
nels, and are unnatural, 

FHhs Knees, 


Then lcok on his Knees, and ſee that they carry a Proportion, be Jean, 


Sinewy and clole Knir, for they are good and comely ; but if one be hig- 
ger ard rounder then another, the Horſe hath received Miſchicf; il they 
be grols, the Horle 15 Gouty ; if they have Scars, or Hair-broken, it is a 
truce mark of a ſtumbling Jade,and a perpetual Faller, 


His Les. 

From his Knees, look down to his Legs, to his Paſterns, and if vou inde 
them Ican, fat and tnewy, and the Inward Bought of his Knee without 
Seames, or Hair-broken, then he ſhews good Shape and COoundiels; But 
if onthe inſide of the Leg you findehard Knots, they arc Splinters; if on 
the out-ſide, they are Screws or Excreſſions ; if under his Knees be Scabs 
on the intide, it1s the ſwift cut, and he will il] endure Galloping ; if a- 
bove his Paſterns on the 11-ſde you find Scabs, it ſhews enterfering ; but 
if the Scabs be generally over his Legs, it is either extream foul keeping, 
or clſe a Spice of the Maunge; if his Fle'h be far, ronnd and lleihy, he 
will never endure Jabour ;, and if on the Inward Bought of his Knces you 
finde S:ams, Scabs or Hair-broken, it ſhews a Melander, which is a Can- 
ccrous Ulcer, 

His Paſterye. 

Look then on his Paſtern-Toynt andthis Paſtern, the rſt muſt be clear 

and well Knit together, the other mult be ſhort, ſtrong and upright ſtand- 
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jog; ſor if. the firſt be big or ſwelPd, take heed of Sincw-ſtrains and 
Gourdings : if the other be lotig, *weak or bending, the: Limbs will be 
hardly ableto carry the Body without tyring, 


His Hoofe. 
For the Hoofs in general, they ſhoatd he black, ſmooth, tough, rath:r 2 
litzie long then round, deep,ho!low andfull of Sounding : for white Hoots 
are tender, and carry a Shoo ill ; a rough, grols Seamed Hoot, ſhews old 


Age or over-Hcating. A brittle Hoot will carry no Shoo atall ; an ex- 
traordinary round Hoof 15 ill for foul ways, and deep Hunting, A flat 
Hoof that 15 pumiſſed, ſhewsFountring ; and a Hoof that is empty, and 
hollow ſounding, ſhes a d2cayed Taward-part, by reaſon of ſome wound 
or dry Founder. As for the Crown of the Hoof, if the Hair Ite fmooth 
and cloſe, and the Fleſh tiat and even, then all is perie*t ; but if the Hair 
be Staring, the Skin ſcabbed, and rhe Fleth riting, then look tor 2 Ring- 
bane, or a Crown-lcab, ar a Quitter-bone, 


The Setting on of his Head, his Cref® and Mane, 


Aficr this, ſtand by his fide, and firſt took to the ſetting on of his Head, 
and ice that it ſtand neithzr roo high, nor too-low, but ina dire-.t hae ; 
that his Neck be {mall at the ſetting on of his Head, and Long, growing, 
d-epcr to the Shoulders, with an high, ſtrong andthin Mane, long, lotr, 
and {cmewhat curling, for theſe arc beautiful Charatters : whereas to have 
the Hezd ill ſet on, is the greateſt deformity ; to have any bignels or {wel- 
ling in the Nape of the Neck, ſheiws the Pole-evil, or beginning of a Fi- 
ſtula ; to have a ſhort thick Neck like a Bull,to have it falling at the Wi- 
thers, to have a low, weak, a thick or falling Crelt, ſhews want both of 
frength and Mettle ; to have much Hair on the Mane, ſhews intolerable 
Gulncts ; to have it too thin, ſhews fury ; and to have none or ſhed, ſhews 
the Worm in the Manc, the Itch, or cle plain Maunginels, 


His Bath, Rivs, Fille's, Belly and Stores. 


Look on the Chine of his Back, that it be hroad, even and ſtreiglht, his 
Ribs well compatled and bending Outward, his Fillets upright, ſtrong and 
ſhort, and not above a handful between his laſt Rib and his Huckle-bone, 
let liis Belly be well let down, yct hidden within his Ribs, and let his 
Stones be well truſs*d up to his Body, for all theſe are Marks of Health 
and good PerfeCtion , whercas to have his Chine narrow, he will never 
carry a Sacklle without wounding, and to have it bending or Saddle-back- 
cd, ſhews weakneſs, 
ro have his Ribs flat, there is not liberty ſor Wind. 

To have his Fillets hanging, long or weak, he will never climb an Hill 
| 2 | nor 
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nor carry a Burthen, And to have his Pelly clung up or gaunt, or his 
Stones hanging down, looſe or alide, they are both Signes of Sickneſs, 
Tenderneſs, Founderang in the Pedy, and unaptnels for labour, 


His Battecks, 

Then look upon his Buttocks, and ſce that they be round, plump, full, 
and in an even level with his Body : or if long, that it be well railed be- 
hind, and ſpread forth at the ſetting on of theTail, for theſe are comely 
and beautiful. "The narrow Pin-huttock, the Hog or Swine-Rump, and 
the falling and down-let Buttock are full of Deformity, and ſhew both an 
Injury in Natuxe, and that they are neither fit or becoming for Pad, Foot- 


Cloth or Pill:on. 


| His Hir:der-Thighs. 
Then look to his Hinder-Thighs or Gaskings, if they be well let down 
even to the middle Joynt, thick, brawny, fall and Swelling ; for that 1s 
a great Argum:nt of Strength and Geodnefs, whereas the lank flender 


Thighs ſhew diſability and weaknels. 


| | Fits Cmbrels. 
Then look upon the middlc Joynt behind, and ifit be nothing but Skin 
en1 Bone, Veins and Sinews, and rather a little bending then roo ſtreight, 
th.n it is perfect as it ſhould be. But if it hath Chaps or Sores on the In- 
ward Bought or bcnding, then that is a Sellander. If the Joynt be (weld 
gcnerally all over, then he hath got a Blow or Bruiſe, if the Swelling be 
particular, as in the Pit or hollow Part, or on the inſide, and the Vein full 
and proud ; if the Swelling be ſoft, it is a Blood-ſpaven ; if hard;a Bone- 
Jpaven ; but it the Swelling be juſt behind, beiore the Knuckle , then it is 
a Curb. 


Hinaer- Legs, 

Then look to his hinder-l.ces, if they be lean, clean, flat and Sinewy, 
then all is well ; but if they bz fat they will not endure labour. If they 
be Swelled, the Greaſe is molten in them. If he be Scabbcd above the Pa- 
ſerns, he hath the Scratches ; it he have Chaps under his Paſterns, he hath 


Rains, and none of thcic but arc noiſon, 


His Tall. 

Laſtly, for the ſetting on of his Tail where there i« 2 500d Buttock, the 
Tail can never ſtand ill ; and where there is an evil Buttock, there the 
Tailcan never ſtand well ; for it ought to ſtand broad, high, flat, and 
Couched a little inward. ThusI have ſhewcd you the true Shapes and 
trac Dcformities, you may in your Choice pleaſe your own Fancics, 


An 
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An wncontroulable Way to know the Are of an Horſe, 

Thcre are ſeven ontward Characters, by which to know the Age of 

every Horſe ; As namely, his Teeth, his Hoois, his Tail, his Eyes, his 
Skin, his Hair, and the Barrs un his Mouth, 


| His Teeth. 

If you would knowy his Age by his Teeth, you muſt underſtand that a 
Horſe hath in his Head juſt fourcy Teeth, that is to fay, fix great Wong 
Tecth above, and fix bzlow on one fide, and as many on the other, which 
maketh twenty four ; And are called his Grinders ; then fix above and 
fix bejorv, in the forc-part of his Mouth, which are called Gatherers, aud 
make thirty ſix. Then four Tulhes, one above and one below ou one 
lide, and are called the Bit Teerh, which make jult fourty. 

Now the firlt year he hath lus FoalsTeeth,which are only Grinders and 
Garhercrs, but no Tuthes, and they be ſmall, white and bright to look on. 

The ſecond year he changeth the four fore moſt Teeth in his Head, 
that is, two above, and two below in the mid[t of theRows of the Gather- 
ers, and they are browner and bigger then the otker. 

The third year he changeth the Teeth next unto them, and leaveth no- 
apparent Foals Tecth belore, but two above, and two below of cach ſide, 
which are all bright and ſmall, 

The fourth year he changeth the Teeth next unto them, and leaveth no 
more Foals Tceth before, but one of each ſide, both above and below. 

The hifth year jus fore-molt Teeth will be all changed ; but then he 
hath his Tuſhes on cach-11de compleat, and the laſt Foals Teethwhich he 
caſt, thoſe which come up in their place will be hollow, and have a little 
black ſpeck inthe midit, wich is called the Mark in the Horles Mouth, 
and continuech till he be palt eight years old. 

The ſixth year he putterth up his new Tulhes,near about which you ſhall 
ſce growing a little of new and young Fleſh, at the bottom of the 'Tuſh: 
beſides, the 'Tuſh will be white, ſmall, ſhort and ſharp. | 

The ſeventh ycar all his Teeth will have their p-riet Growth, and the 
Mark in his Mouth will be plainly ſeen. 

The eighth year all his Tecth will be full, ſmooth and plain, the black 
ſpeck or mark being no more but diſcerned, and his Tuihes will be more 
ycllow then ordinary. 

The ninth year his foremoſt Tecth will be longer, broader, yellower 
and for:ler then at younger years, the mark gone, and his Tuſhes will be 
blunriſh. 

Thetenth ycar, the inſide of his upper Tuſhes will be no holes at all 
to be felt with your Fingers ends, which till that Age you {ſhall ever 
ſel; belides, the Temples of his Head will begin to be crooked and 
hollow, =

The eleventh yeer his Teeth will he exceeding long, very yellow, black

If his Hooſs be rugged, and as it were Scamed ons Sear over another, 
and many Scams; 1f they be ory, full ard cruſty, or crumbling, it is a 
lign of very old Age ;, and on the contrary part, a 1nooth, moilt, hollow 
and well-founding Hoot, 1s a tign of young years. 


Hs T:!. 

If you take your Horſe withyour Finger and your Thumb hy the Stern 
of the Tail, clolc at the ſcrting on by rhe Buttock, feeling there hard,and 
ii you feel of cach ſide of the Tail a Joynt ſhick out more then any other, 
by the bignefs of an Hazel-nut, then you may preſume titz Horle 15 uner

If an Horſe that is of ary dark Cofteur, ſhall grow griſſle only about 
his Eye-brows, or underneath his Mane ; or any Horſe of a whitiſh Co- 
lour ſhall grow Meannelled with either black orred Meannels univerſally 
over his Body, then both are Signes of old Aps. 


His Barrs, | 
Laſtly, if the Barrs in his Mouth be great, deep, and handle rongh and 
hard, then is the Horſe old ; bur if they be ſott,ſhallow, and handle gently 
and tenderly, then is he young, and in goodability of Body. : 
And thus n:ch be ſpoken touching the Office of the Buyer. 


The perfebt Shape of a Horſe altogether. 


Firſt, there is required that the Hoof be black, ſmooth, dry,large,round 
and hollow ; the Paſterns ſtreight and upright, Fet-locks ſhort, the Legs 
{treight and flat, ca/led alſo Lath-legged, the Knees bony, lean and round, 
the Neck long, high reared, and 'great towards the Breaſt, the Breaſt 

- large and round, the Ears ſmal!, ſharp, longand upright, the Fore-head 
lean and large, the Eyes great, full and black, the Brows well filled, and 
ſhooting outwards, the Jaws wide, ſlender and lean, the Noftrils wide 
and open, the Mouth great, the Head long and lean, like to a Sheep, the 
Mane thin and large, the Withers ſharp and pointed, the Back ſhort,even, 
plain and double Chincd, the Sides and Ribs deep, large and bearing out 
tkethe Cover of a Trunk, and cloſe ſhutat the Huckle-bone, the Belly 
long and great, bur hid under the Ribs, the Flanks full, yet gaunt, the 
Runpround, plain ane broad, with a large ſpace betwixt the Buttocks, 
the Thighs long and large, with well-faſhioned bones, and thoſe fleſhy, 
the Hams dry and ſtreight, the Trunchion ſmall, long,wellſet on,and well 

| couched, the Train long, not too thick, and falling ro the Ground, the 

Yard and Stonrs ſmall; And laſtly, the Horſe to be well-rifcn before. 
And to conclude, the p:rfet Shape of a Horſe, according as a famous 
Horle-man hath deſcribed it, is in a few words, thus, v:z. A broad Fore- 
hcad, a great Eyc. a lcan Head, thin, ſlender, lean, wide Jaws, a long high 

reafed Necs, re2zed Withers, abroad deep Cheſt and Body, upright Pa- 

, Kerns, and n2rrow Hoof, And this 1s the common, allovrcd. and ap- 
proved Shape of a perfect Horſe, fo that if any of thoſe things be deficient 
in him, he cannot hc ſaid ro be a Horle of a perſeft Shape. Wheretore [ 

conclude, thor it a Horſe be of 2a good Colour, well Marked, and rightly 

Shaped, and right alſo by Sire and Mare, it will be ſeldom ſeen that he 
would prove ill, unleſs his Nature be alienated and marred, either in the 
Backing and Riding, or e!ſc that he be otherwiſe wronged, by the means 
of an unskilſul Groom, But 1 may in this Point bc taxed to hold a Pa- 
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radox ; for ſome may Obje*t unto me, that many times Horſes, who are 
ofthe beſt Colour, beſt Marks and truefſt Shapes, do nevertheleſs prove 
Arrant lades. I anſwer, ! acknowledge all this to be true, for I have 
known Horlcs, who upon their fir{t View, have been in extrinſecal ſheiy 
ſo hozg:ful.as that they have promited what a man could expett from them, 
which notwithſtanding when they have come to the Telt, they have been 
a Scandal to their Sex ; but this 15not a thing frequent, for in every one 
of th:{e who have thus miſcacried, you ſhall have twearty prove right and 


an{werable to your Minds. 


Rulesto be Obſerved of pmning a Horſe to Graſs, and of takzng of him up 


agam. 


Before you put your Stable-Horſe to Graſs, eight or nine days before, 
take Blood from him, the next day after give him the drink of Diaperre, 
and a day or two after his Drink abate of his Cloaths by degrees, heforc 
you turn him forth, leſt by doing them on the ſudden he take more cold, 
and after his Cloaths are taken off, Curry him not at all, but let him ſtand 
in his duſt, for that will keep him warm. Neither wou!d I have you put 
kim forth til} the midſt of May, at the ſooneſt, for till that time Graſs will 
rot have Bite enough, (and let the day wherein you turn him forth be a- 
warm Sun-ſhine day, and about the hour of ten) for Horles pampered in 
warm Stables, and kepr cloſe, will be ſubjett to take cold 


Taking of him np. 

Secondly, let him be taken up from Graſs very dry, or elſe he will be 
ſubject to be Scabby, and that not later then St. Burrholomew's day, which 
15 the twenty fourth of Auguff, for then the Seaſon doth begin to let fall 
cold dews, which cauſcth much harm to your Horſe, and then beginneth 
the Heart of Grafs to fail, ſo as the Graſs which he then feedeth upon 
breedeth no good Nutriment, but groſs, Phlegmatick and cold Humors 
which putriteth and corrupteth the Blood, and take him up very quietly 
for fear of melting his Greaſe, for his Fat gotten at Graſs is very tender, 
io that every little Motion diſlolveth the fame, whereby the Blood may be 
enflamed, and fo be in danger of Sickneſs, if not of death, A day 
or two after you have him in the Stable, let him he ſhod, let Blood and 
drencht, as hefore is ſhewed you, for this preventeth Yellows, Stavers 
2nd ſuch like Diſeaſes, which the Gall and Spleen occaſioneth, which the 
Heart and ſtrength of Graſs, (through the Rankneſs of Blood) doth en- 
gender in his Body. *» 

But if you intend to be curious aftcr you have taken him into th2 
Stable, before you haye cither Blooded or Drencht him, you may clean 
bim in this manner. -

Of Cleanſing or making a Horſe cliay, 


Firſt, therefore if it be a hot Sun-ſhiny day, take himout of theStable 
into a place convenient, and there trim him, thentake ordinary ſoft waſh= 
ing Sope,and anoint hisHead and every part of him all over therwith, and 
to have a care that none of it get into his Ears orEyes,then waſh him very 
well with warm water all over,then wipe him with a warm Linnen-cloth, 
and after rub him dry with woollen Cloaths,then Sope him all over again, 
eſpecially his Mane and Tail,and waſh him very clean with Buck-lee,with 
a Wiſp or Woollen Cloth, and when you have ſufficiently cleanſed him, 
dry him as you did before, and fo lead him into the Stable, and Cloath him 
up with a clean, thio, ſoft Cioth. And by this kind of trimming and 
cleanſing him,you may ſo alter him, that the Owner can ſcarce know him,

not be one of the Principal Memb-rs, for you cannot touch any of thoſe 
three, but you. kill him opt-right, or deſperately endanger him. Now 
the Stones may receive hurt, and if I deſpair of Curing them, I can cut 
them out, without peril of his life,

- But to ſpeak properly, a Horſe hath but one only Vein, 
which 1s that which-we call the Median, or Lives Vein, which is in the 
Liver, being the true Fountain, Scource and great Tun, from whence the 
"anes, Conduit-pipes and little Veines, (as the ſmaller Rivers)do feparate 
themſelves, which do run through all the Parts aud Memvers of the whole 
Body. Thoſe Veins that doaſcend to the Head and Body, ' are called 
Veins aſcendent, and thoſe which do run low.as.to the Legs, and lower

Children to the 
Four Elements already ſpoken of: Andtheſe are, Blood, Phleam, C:oler 
and Melarchoiy, without which a natural Body cannot beniade ;' for Blood 
naturally (if it be perfect) is hot and moiſt, -but taketh moſt trom Hear, 
and therefore is ſubordinate to Atr ; Phlegm 15 cold and moilt, but the 
Principality thereof is Coldneſs, andtherefore hath reference to IWarer ; 
Cheler is hot and dry, but his chicfeſt Nature is Heat, and therefore is 
Governed by the Element of Fire : Melancholy is cold and dry, but his 
chicſeſt condition is Drincſs, and thereſore.ſubjetts it ſe!f tothe Element 
of E:r:h.. Now the Fountain of Blood is the Liver, which diſperſing it 
ſelf by the help of the Veins.mto all the parts of the Body, nouriſheth 
and preferveth the fame, Phlegm preoccupateth the Brain, bring a cold 
and fpungy ſubſtance, and the Seat of the lenhhle Soul. Cheotcy inhabit- 
cth the Liver, which being hot and dry, maketh a pleating Harmony with 
the Blood.

Toſpeak of the Complexions ofa Horſe in a particular manner, whick 
15onc of the moſt nceſſary Faces that aFarrier can' behold, both for the 
judging o; Horlcs I:firmitices, anfl a!fo forthe true Compounding of his 
Medicine 
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Medicines for every diſeaſe ; And therefore by the Colour of the Horſe 
you are to judge his Complexion. For look which of the Eleracnts is moſt 
Predominate in him,from that Element you may draw his Complexion ; as 
thus, If he participate more ol the Fire, "then of any of the other Ele- 
' ments, then we ho!d him to be a Cholerick Horſe, 'and his Colour is ci- 
ther a bright Sorccl, a Coal black without any white, or an Tron Grey un- 
changeable, that is, luch a Grey as neither will ever tutn' a Daple-Grey, 
a Whire or a Flca-bitten, and theſe Horſes are of Nature light, hot, fiery, 
and {eldem of any great ſtrength. Thete Horſes are moſt fabjett to Pc- 
ſtilent Feavers, Yeliows and Infammarion of the Liver. Therefore eycry 
Farr:cr ſhould he carciul in his Compoſing of any Medicine for fuch a 
Horſe, to purge Cholcr, yct very moderately, and not with any extra- 
ordinary ſtrengih in the Potion or Drench, becaule the Horſe being in 
his beſt ſtrength, not reputed ſtron;z, ſhould you apply any violent thing 
to him, that litcle ſlrengrh being atzated, there were great danger in con- 
ſounding the whole Body. If the Horſe participate more of the Air then 
"of the other Elements, thea is he of a Sanguine Complexion, and his Co- 
- Jour is either a bright Bay, or a dark Pay, which hath neither ſcouling 
* Countenance, Myly Mouth, nor white Flank; Or a white Flea-bitren, 
White Lyard like Silver, or black with a white Star, white raſh or white 
Foot. Theſe Horſes arc of Natnre pleaſant, nimble, free and of good 
ſtrength. The Diſcaſes to them moſt incident, is Conſumption of the 
Liver, Leproſie, Glanders, or any diſcaſe that is infectious; They are 
' of a good ſtrong Conſtitution, and may endure ſtrength in their Medj- 
cines, eſp-cially any thing that cooleth the Blood. 

If the Horle participate more of the Water then of the other Elements, 
then is he of a Phlegmatick Complexion, and his Colour is either Milk 
white, a ycllow dun Kitc glewcd, or a Pydc-hall, in whom there is an c- 
qual Mixture of Colours. Otherwiſe, if the Bay, the Black-or the Dun 
exceed the White, he is ſaid to be of thatComplexion of which theColonr 
is greateſt, Thete Horſes are of Nature ſlow, and apt to loſe Fleſh. The 
Dileates which are moſt incident unto them,are Colds, Hcead-ach,Rheums, 
Sragoers, and ſuch like. They areable to endurc the realonable ſtrengch 
of any Medicine, becauſe of the abundance of Phlepm which is in them, 
{uficerh both Nature, and the Potion to work upon. All cold Simples 
arc to them excecding hurtful, fo are alfo they which ore violently hor in 
the third dezzree 3 The !irſt, becauſe it bindeth too ſoon ;,, The larter, 
b<cauſe ir dilperſes too ſuddenly, therefore Simples of a maderate Mean 
are bil; 

[f the Horſe participate of the Tarth more then of the other Elements, 
thcn is he of a M:lancholy Complexton, Ana kis Colour 15 a Moaſe- 
Cun, Ruſſer, Cheſnut, Aſhic Grey, dark Bay, having long white Hair, 
like Goats Hair, growing on his Legs; Theſe Horſes are of Nature

Having thus ſhewed you theſe four Complextons, Cyolerick, $n- 
eine, Phlegmatick, and Mclancholy, together with their qualities and 
ſtrengths ; You ſhall underſtand now, that amongſt Farriers there is 
another Complexion, or ff:h Conſtitution, which 1s called the Conpo- 
ſition, or Mixture of Complexions ; that 1s, when a Horſe doth participate 
of all the four Elements equally, and in due proportion, and this 1s the 
beſt Complexion, and the Horſe that is of this Comp'ex1on is ever one of 
theſe Colours ; that is to ſay, of a fair brown Bay, dabled, or not dah- 
led, a Dable Grey, a Black full of Silver Hair, or a fair Roan red or black. 
And theſe Horſes are of Nature moſt excellent, moſt remperare, ſtrongeſt, 
gentleſt and moſt healthful though they may have any diſeafe as the other 
hath, yet are they naturally inclined to no diſeaſe. But what infirmity 
foever falleth unto them, is mccrly accidental, and not through any over- 
flow of natural diſtemperature. AIF Medicines muſt be compound. d 
for them according to the Nature of the Sickneſs, and the time of their 
Languiſhment ; for if the Sicknels be young and nevv bred, then are they 
able ro receive any well Compoſed Receipt; but if it be old, and the in- 
ward Powers and Faculties feebled, then you mult be careful to help Na. 
ture, by adding to every Medicine, of what Nature ſoever, ſome? Simple of 
Comfort, that as ill Humors be clenſed, ſo Strength may ſtill be repaired, 
and maintained. And thus niuch for Complexions.

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Dangerous Sicneſs how it cometh, 

Firſt, all Sickneſs cometh either by Heats in over-violent exerciſe, as 
when the Horſe hath his Greaſe moulten, the Heart over-charged, the vi- 
tal Blood forced from the inward Parts, and the large Pores and Orificcs 
of the Heart are fo obſtructed and ſtopped, that the Spirits cannot return 
back to their proper places, fo as the Organs of theBody cannot rejoycc, 
_ by this means the Body muſt of neec{iity languiſh, founder and mor- 
Tine. 
Secondly, dangerous Sickneſs cometh alſo by Colds, as by indiſcreet 
and negligent keeping, as well before as aſter long and violent exerciſe, 
and then 1s the Hcad perplexed, the Eyes dulled and pained, the Roots of 
the Tongue inflamed and fwelled, the Lungs with Rhenms ticklcd and 
offended, occaſioning ſtrong and laborious Coughing, and the Noſtrils 
often Diſtilling, and pouring forth filthy and corrupt matter, 

Thirdly, dangerous Sickneſs cometh alſo by Surteit of Food, either 
by cating too much or too little of what is good, or allo of what is not 
wholcfom ; ſo as the firſt killeth, or at lealt debilitateth the Stomach, op- 
preſſeth the Heart, and icndeth up tholc evil Fumes into tne Head, by 
which are engendred the Stavers, Frenzies, and other mortal Diſcaſcs; 
I he {econd putrifies the Blood, and converts all its Nutriment into cor- 
ruption, from whence procceds the Yellows, Farcins, Feavers, Mainges, 
and other ſuch like Peſtilent, Leprous aud Lothſom Dileales, which ſutfo- 
cating the Heart, and clogging the Stomach, dilates and ſpreads it ſelf 
univerſally over the whole Body, Teaving no Membcr free, and confound- 
eth every Faculty and Member thereof, 

Fourrhly and laſtly, dangerous Sickneſs come alſo by Accidents, as 
when a Horte reccivetit fume deep or perillous wound or Hurt, either in 
his tody, or elſewhere, in {ome vital or dangerous part, by means where- 
of Nature is ſo far off. nded, as that inconrinently a general Sickneſs ſeiz- 
eth upon him, which if not preventcd, Death immcdiately enlueth,

Accidental, 

The fourth and lait Ground of his Sickneſs is, if it proceed from Acci- 
dental means, the Signes then are a perplexcd and troubled Body, {wear- 
ing at the Roots of his Eares, Flanks, behind the Shoulders, againſt the 
Heart,ſometimes trembling all over his Body,and ſometimes glowing and 
burning in his Vital Parts,as in the Templcs of hisH<al,againft hisHearr, 
on the inſide of his fore-Legs, and on the inlide of h:s hinder-Legs; his 
Mouth will hedry and hot, his Tongue will he ſubject ro be inflemcd and 
furred, he will have a Loathing againit meat, and a great drought to 
thirſt, and drink cold Water, and to keep is Mouth in the ſame when he 
hach done Arinkiiig, 


To Cure Sitkn'[s before #1 Comes, ard to prevent it when it comes. 


Firſt, when you hndec it come, to let him Blood, and for three Morne 
1195 together to give him the arink of Dzapare, and keep him warm, and

By his Dune. 

It is neceſſary to obſerve his Dung, for it is the beſt Tell-troth of his 
inward Parts ; and you muſt not judge it by a General Opinion, but by a 
private diſcourſe with your ſel? how he hath been fed, becauſe Food is the 
only thing that breeds alterations, as thus-—— 

If he feed altogether upon Grats, his Dung hath one Comnlexion, as 
green ; if upon Hay, then another, as a littte more dark. If upon little 
Provender, then inclining to yellow. But to avoid both curioſity and 
doubt, obſerve well the Complexion of hisDung,when he is in — 
an 
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and the beſt feeding, and as you finde ir alter, ſo judge either of his Health 
or Sickneſs, as thus : 

If his Dung be clear, crifp, and of a pale yellowiſh Complexion, hang- 
ing together without ſeparation, more then as the weight breaks it in fal« 
ling, being neither ſo thin nor ſo thick, but it will a little flat on the 
Ground ; and indeed, both in Savour and Subſtance, reſembling a ſound 
Mans Ordure, then is he clean, well fed, and without Imperfe&tion. * If 
it be well Coloured, yet fall from him in round Knots or Pellets, fo it be 
but the firſt and ſecond Dung, the reſt good, as aforeſaid, it matters nor, 
for it only ſhews he dideat Hay lately,and that will ever come away firſt. 
But ifall his Dung be alike, then it isa Sign of foul feeding, and he hath 
either too much Hay, or eats too much Litter, and too little Corn. 

If his Dung be in round Pellets, and blackiſh, or brown, it ſhews in- 
ward Heat in the Body. 

If it be Greaſie, it ſhews foulneſs, and that Greaſe is Molten,but cannot 
come away. If he void Greaſe in groſs Subſtance with his Dung, if it be 
white and clear then it comes away kindly, and there is no danger : but 
if it be yellow or putrified, then the Greale has long layn in his Body,and 
Sickneſs will follow, if not prevented. 

If his Dung be red and hard, then he hath had too ſtrong Heats, and 
Coſtivenels will follow, if not prevented ; if it be paleand looſe,it ſhews 
inward coldneſs of Body, or too much moiſt and corrupt feeding,

Though the Urine be not altogether ſo Matcrial as the Dung, yet it 
hath ſome truc Faccs, as thus ——» 


Pale Colour. | 
That Urine that is of apale yellowiſh Colour, rather thick-then thin, 
of a ſtrong ſmell and piercing condition, is an healthful, found and good 
Urine ; bur if it be of an high, red Complexion, either like Blood, or in-: 
clining to Blood, then hath he had either two force Heats, been oyer- 
ridden, or ridden too carly after Winter-Grals, | 


High Complexion, 
If the Urine heof an high Complexion, clear and tranſparent, like old 
Arch Beer, then he is inflamed in his Body, and hath taken ſome Surfeit. 


White the Cream, 
It it carry a white Cream on the top, it ſhews a weak Back or Con- 
ſumption of the Sccd. 


Green, 


A green Urine ſhews Conſamption of the Body,

Know then firſt, that whenſoever yau give your Horſe any inward Por- 
tion or Gliſter, give It hinrno mor»? then Milk-warm, for there is nothing 
more Morral to aHorſe then the Scalding of his" tomach,for a Horle of all 
living Creatnres, can worſe endure to receive inwardly hot things : Bc- 
ſides, let his Dx;nks and inward Medicines be giv2n himealily and gently, 
teſt in making roo mnch haſte you ſuffocare him, which if ir do, you muſt 
then let his Head looſe, and walk hint up and down till the Paſſion be paſ®.. 
Now for the Adminiſtring of Pills, ba}ls, and ſuch hke Medicines, litr!e 
Advice is required, if they benot made too great, only if you take forth 
his Tongue firſt, and then pur them upinto his Mouth upon the end of a 
ſtick, then let go his Tongne aga'n, which when he draws it into his 
Mouth, he muſt necds force the Balls down his Throat. You are to Ad- 
miniſter your Phyſick cvermore faſting, unleſs upon urgent occaſion, (as 
in caſe of ſadden-and dangerous Sickneſs) and the longer he be kept Falt= 
ing from Meat and Drink, as well be'ore he taketh is Phyſick as after, it 
will be the better, for by that means his Medic;ne will work the more 
kindly in his Body ;, for ie ought to be kept from eating and drinking, 2t 
leaſt rhree houres before and after,

Take an ounce, or an ounce anda half of Aloes Sucertrina, more or

A little moderate Exerciſe is very neceſſary, whereby his Phyſick may 
work the hetter, and the ſooner, as to Trot him ealily about, or to walk 
him up and down under the Wind in the warm Sun abour a quarrer of an 
hour. Theu bring him into the Scable, ,aad Cloath him up warm, and 
Litter him well, and-let his Keeper be with-him three or four houres, ob- 
ſerving his Poſtures, and as occaſion-may require, to. help him with all 
things .neceſlary for his uſe. No.Treature hath a moiſter Body thenaHorte. 


Of Mixing your Simples. 

If your. Horſes Sickneſs be a Feaver, to-mix always = Simples with 
warm Water, with Honcy, or with Oyl; but if the Diteaſe be Coughs, 
Rheums, or any thing that proceedeth of cold Cauſes, then mix them with 
good Ale or Wine, but if he be brought low with. Sickneſs, then mix 


them with Milk and Eggs, 


Obſer.tioms wpen Raking a Horſe. 
Obſerve whenſoeyer you Rake your Horſe with your Hand, (which is 


to draw his Ordure our of his Fundament, wien he cannot dung,thar you - 


anoint your Hand with Saller Oy!, or Butter, or Hogs-greaie : the like 
you muſt ever do-when you put up any Suppoiicory; but when you Ad- 
miniſter any Glifter, you ſhall then but anoint theGliſter-Pipe. 


: Ob ſerv.itions upon Blood-lettin”, 

Obferve in Blood-lctting, that you take not ſo much Blood from x 
Colt as an old Horſe, and out the fourth part irom a yearling Foal, yo! 
miſt likewiſe have regard to his Age and ſtrength, taking more or leſs, 
according to his Ability.of his Body. Laſtly, letting of Bloo4 iseither to 
divert Sickneſs and preſerve Health, or to refre'h and cool the Spirits, or 
to diminiſh 1lood, or to Purge Greaſe and had Humours, Before you let 
lum bloo1, moderately chafe or exerciſe him, and let him reſt a day before 
his blood-Ictring, and tres days after, not forgeiting that Aprs! and 
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Ottober are the two principal Seaſons for that purpoſe, unleſs urgent oc- 
caſion requires. He will bleed the better if you let him drink before you 
blood him, conditionally you do nor heat him. 

When he is bleeding, put your Finger into his Mouth, and tickle him in 
the Roof thereof, making him chaw and move his Chaps, and that will 
force it to ſpin forth, which when he hath bled enough,according to your 
Diſcretion, rub the Horſes Body all over therewith, but eſpecially the 
Place where he is blooded on, for the Ancient Farriers hold thart it is en- 
duced with a ccrtain natural Vertue to comfort the weak and feeble Mem- 
bers of a Horſe, and to dry up all evil Humours. And Tie him up to the 
Rack for an hour or two, leſt he bleed afreſh, for that will turn his Blood. 


weckgro of * Signes to know when he wanteth Bleeding, 

If he ſtand in nced of Bleeding, his Eycs will look Red, and his Veins 
will ſwell more then ordinary ; alſo he will have a certain Itch about his 
Mane and Tail, and ſtill be continually rubbing them, and ſom-times will 
jhed ſome of his Hair alſo, he will now and then pill about the Roots of 
his Eares, or in thoſe places where the Head- ſtall of the Bridle lies ; His 
Urine will be red agd high-Colotred, and bis Dung will be black and 
hard; Alſo if he hath red Inflimmarions; or little Bubbles on his Back,or 
Coth not digeſt his Meat well, or if the Whites of his Eyes be yellow, or 
the inſide of his Lips, either upper or ncther ; Many other Signes there 
are of Blecding, but let thele 1uffice, &c. 


Of Outward Sorrances what they are, and of General Obſervaticns in the Curt 
of them. 


Outward Sorrances, according to my mcaning in this place, are taken 
two manuecr of Ways, that is to ſay, either 1t js an evi] ſtare and compo- 
ſition of the Body, which is to be diſcerned, cither by the Shape, Num- 
ber, Quality or fighr ofthe Member, evil aftefted and diſeaſed: or elſe ir 
15 the Looſning and Diviſion of any Unity, which as it may chance diverily, 
ſo it hath divers Names accordingly. For if ſuch a Diviſion or Looiing 
be in the Bone, then it is called a Fracture; if it be in any Fleſhy part, 
then it is catled a Wound or an Ulcer; if it be in the Veins, then a Rup- 
ture; ifia theSinews, then a Convullion or Cramp; and if it be in the 
Skin, then it is called an Excortication : And of all theſe ſeverally 1 in- 
tend to treat of in the Chapters following. Now for as much as in this 
General Art of Chyrurgery, or Sorrance, there are certain General Ob- 
ſervations or Caveats to be held inviolate, 1 will before | proceed any fur- 
ther, give you a little taſte thercof,

The Nature and Property of Glifters are divers, therefore every Fav- 
riey ought to know to what end they ſerve, and. which hath Drugs or 
Szmples, they ought to be compounded, for every Gliſter is to be made ac- 
cording, to the Diſeaſe. Now ſome are ro-cale Griefs, - end to allay the 
{narpneſs of the Humours, Jome to Bind, forme toLooltn, and fome to + 
Purge, 
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purge, and {ome to heal Vilcers. Thele Glifters by Cleanſing the Gurs,re- 
icelh the Viral Parts, aud prepare the Pody, (if-the Body be not at that 
time Soluble) to make the Purgation work the better, -which if you give 
your Medicine without giving a Gliſter betoce it, -you'may ſtir up and pro- 
voke the peccant Huniours,which by realon they-cannot hinde- preſent way 
forth, being hindred by x ng 10 the Guts,” through Coſtiveneſs and 
Ventolity, andother kmpediments, -do attempt 'to make their Paſiage a 
contrary way, which cannot be done bur with great hazard to the life of 
the poor Beaſt. - _ ek 

Now for the Compoſition of Gliſters, you ſhall underſtand that they be 
made of four things, that is, of Deco tions, of Drugs, of Oyl, of ſuch like 
Untvous Marter, as Butter, or jott Greaic, and ſburthly, of divers Salts to 
provoke the-Vertue expulitve. A-Decotion is a Breth made - of certain 
Herbs, as Meallowes, 44 Jb- Maltowes, Pellvory, Camomile, 2nd ſometimes of 
white Lilly Rocts, and other ſuck like things, *"which we do boil in Water 
to a third part, and ſometimes we uſe jn ſtead *of Herbs and Water, to 
take the Far of Becſ-broth, of a Sheeps-Head, Milk, Whey, and ſome ſuch 
kind of Liquor, mingled ſometim:s either with Honey or Sugar,according 
- ro the quality of the diſeaſe , the Giiſter being eith2r Lenitive, that is to 
ſay, caſing of Pain ;, or Glutinative, which is,jovningot things rogerher ; 
or elſe Abſterive, which is wiping away or cleanting of hithy Matter, 
You ought tro Adm.nilter acconding to the Age, Stretgth, Greatneſs and 
Corpulency of the Horle , lor if he be a Horſe of a ſtrongand able Body, 
ot large growth and ſtature, fat and lufty,we uſe to put into the Glilter 
or the Decottion three Pits ; but if he be of a lmall growth, weak, 
lick, feeble or lean, then we do put in 2-quart of the ſame at moſt, OF 
Oyi we uſe to put in half a Pint, of Salt two or three drams at moſt, and 
ſometimes we put Vcr;u.ce, lom-times Honey, as we finde cauſe ; Drugs 
we ule, are See, Cajfit, Agarich, Anniſeeds, O;l of Dill, Oyl of Camonile, 
Oyl of Violets, Sugar-C.mdy, &c. You ought not to exceed the quantity of 
three Ounces in one Gliſter at the moſt, ncither muſt you exceed of Butter 
four Ounces,and let it not be above luke- warm when you give it him, let 
him be ſomewhat empty, aud let him b2 Raked before you Adminiſter it, 
give it him ina Gliſter-Pipe-made tor that purpoſe, Which ought to be 
t velve Inches in the Shank, which muſt he pat home z and having the 
Confeftion within the Bladder, wring it with a very good {[trenzth into 
his Body, then draw out the Pipe by degrees out of his Body, and not all 
at once, and claphis Tail clole to his Tuel,and fo hold it with your Hand 
cloſe about halt an hour ac the ealt, to the endl it may work in his city 
the better.

How to Order a Horſe before you give him Phyſick, 

In Winter if his Body be purged, it mult be prepared by Blood-letting 
with Artificial Diet; you are to keep him a day or two without Hay, 
Straw, or ſuch like hard Meats, which will hinder the Working of the 
Phyſick, and he muſt be kept for a time from all manner of Mear, becauſe 
E-nptineſs is a great help to Phyſical Operation, otherwiſe it may happen 
0 do morehurt then good. Two or three days before you purge him, 
let his Meat be citherWheat or Rye-Bran, prepared like as has been taught 
you, or elſe good Bread made on purpoſe with Beans,Peaſe, and ſome Rye 
in it. Oreclſe good ſweet Oats clean Sifted, andlct his Drink be white 
W ateronly. And that Morning you intend to give him his Purge, let 
him be Faſting from cithcr Meat or Drink. 


The eaſte$t ſort of Pills. 

The eaſicſt Pills are theſe, either take twenty Cloves of Garlick clean 
pilPd and bruiſed, then a quarter of a pound of ſweet Butter, and ſo rout 
up the Garlick in four or five Balls, as big as two Wall-Nuts a picce,and 
throw them down his Throat one after another , cr elſe take a quarter 
of a pound of Butter, and as much red Sauzders, bcat them very well to- 
gether in a Mortar, and make them up in Balls, and give him them as you 
did the other ; or clſc take a handful of Roſemary-leaves chopped very 
ſmall, and mix them with a quarter of a pound of Butter, and make it 
into round Balls as the other, and give themthe Horſe ;, or clie take five 
green Figs and put them down his Throzr, 


The frongeft ſort of Pill, 

Take one Found of Lard laid in water two houres, 2nd take no- 
thing but two Ounces of the clean Fat thereof, and ſtanip it in a 
Mortar, and put thcreto of Licoriſh, of Annifecds, and of Fennegreek 
beaten to powder, of each one Ounce, of Allces beaten into powder 
one Ounce, of Agari& halfan Ounce, knead them alrogether into Paſte, 
and make three or four Balls ofthem, and give them the Horle. 

This Pill is not to be given but to a Horle of great Stature, and ſtrong

2. Take a Pint of Wine, and heat a raw Egg therein, and add to it a 
quarter of an Ounce of Brimftore, and half an Ounce of Myrrh beaten 
to powder, and giveit him luke-warm, and it will purge all inward Dit= 
cales procceding, of Melancholy, Or 

3. Two ſpoonfuls of the powder of Dravente given with half a Pint of 
Swines Greale, purgeth all Diſeaſes proceeding of Phleom. Or 

4. Take as much black Sope as the bignels of a Wall-nut, a quart of

Bran, how Boiled and Prepared to give a Horſe that h.th x Cold;, As alſo what 
Sees you are to give him amorgft his Provender for the Care of 7+, 

Sct a Kettle over the Fire almoſt full of watcr, and when it 3s ready to 
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oil put in your Bran, and let it boil about a quarter of an hour, Then 
take it off and cover it with a Cloth or Board, let it ſtand till it cool a 
little, and give it him early in the Morning as hot as he can conveniently 
cat it; At Night let his Mcat be Oates and white Water, Hut be ſure 
you put into his Provender the quantity of an Egg-ſhell full of theſe 
Powders groſsly beaten (leſt he hlow them away) viz. Linſeed, Cummin. 
ſeed, Nutmers, Grnger, Cloves, Fennegreck, Sileris- Montani, of each of theſe. 
two Ounces, and of Brimſtone ſix Ounces ; but before you give him his 
Oates and Powders, give him white Water, and Rub him and Litter him 
well; Let him feed on Wheat-ſtraw about an hour before you give him 
his Oates, and aftcrwards give him ſome Hay, This way of Feeding a- 
bout eight or nine days together, will quite free him from his Cold, if it 
be not too violent, 


Hor ſe-Spice how to make. 

Theſe ſeveral Powders miixcd together make it, viz. Rubarb one 
Ounce, Tarmerich, two Ounces, Eleoampane fix Ounces, Brimftene four 
Ounces, Fennel-ſeeds four Ounces, Grains of Paradiſe four Ounces, &+c. 
Put all theſe together in a Glaſs or Gally-pot, and keep them till you 
have occaſion to uſe them. The quantity that you are to give your 
Horſe, is either greater or fmaller, according to the ſtrength and Conſti- 
tution of your Horſe; you arc not to exceed above an Ounce at a time, 
mixed with a ſpoonful of the beſt Sallet-Oyl, and a ſpoonful or two of the 
Treacle of Fe., diſſolved in a quart of ſtrong Beer, which is very good 
for a Cold, and to make a Horſ: thrive. Or you may give h m an Ounce 
of them in three pints of warm Bcer or Ale, after Blood-'etting, to prg- 
vent Diſeaſes. If you leave out the Rubarb, you may give him a greater 
quantity, for that is a great Purger, 


Re les tc know where a Horſe Hulteth, either before or behind, 
If he do Halt before, his Grief muſt of neceſlity be cither in the Shoul- 
der, or Knee, or jn the Shank, or in the Paſtern, or in the Foot ; if it be 
in the Shoulder, it muſt be either towards the Withers, or in the pitch of 
the Shoulder, you may know it in that he will a little draw his Leg after 
him, andnot handle it ſo nimbly as he doth the other, if he caſt his Leg 
more outward then. he doth the other, it is a ſign that he 1s Lame, and that 
the Grief licth in his Shoulder; and if you take him in your Hand turn 
him ſhort on either Hand, you ſhall finde him to complain of that Shoul- 
der he is Lame of, and he will cither favour that Leg, or trip in the turn- 
ing,you may finde him Lame by his ſtanding in the Stabte, and he will hold 
out that Leg that is Lame more then the other ; andif he complains more 
when you are on his Back then otherwiſe, then be ſure the Gricflies in the 
Wi-her; , and Gripe him-hard, . and you ſhall perceive him to ſhrink, and 
Pez.jup- oer to bite.

If it he ia the Knee, you may find it by his ſtiF going, for he will not 
bend it ſo nimbly as he doth the other, If it be in the Shank or Shin- 
bone, you may ſee it, and 11kewiſe feel the ſame, it being then a Back-Si- 
new ſtrain,Splint,or ſome ſuch like Sorrance or Annoyanee [f it be in the 
bending of the Knce, th:n it is a Mallender, which is allo eaſily deſcried; 
when it is in thePaſtern or Toynt,then you may know it by his not, b:nding 
it ſo well as the other ;, beſides, 1f you put your Hand upon the place, 
you ſhall find it very hot, if it be in the Foot, it mult be either in the 
Cronet or inthe Sole ; it in the Cronet it is prohavle it came by ſome 
ſtrain or wrench; if jn the Heel, then it came by ſome over-reach, or elfe 
by ſome Diſeaſe in or about the Fruſh ; If in the Sole, then it came by 
ſome Prick, Accloy, Retoire, Nail, Stub, Stone or Gravel. And thus [ 
have ſhewed unto you the ſeveral ways that cauſe a Horſe to be Lame be-. 
fore, and how to know and diſtinguiſh the places grieyed, together with; 


the occalion of every particular Grief, 


How to diſtinguiſh an old Grief from a New. 

You have three Ways to finde out his Lamenelſs, in what Joynt, Limb 
or Member of the Body ſocver, 

1, The firſt way is to cauſe him to he turned at the Halters end, on ei- 
ther hand, ſuddenly and fwiftly, upon ashard a way as youcan pick our 
and if he have any Ach, Wrench or Grief in his fore-parts,itwill appear : 
for when he turneth upon that Hand that the Grief is on, he will favour: 
that Leg, and ſo run both towards you and from you, eſpecially done at a 
little yielding Hill ; and if he have any imperfection, he will ſoon ſhew ir, 
for he will favour that Leg wherein the Grief reſideth- Bur if you cannot 
finde it out this way. 

2, Then your ſecond way muſt he totake his Back, and Ridehim till 
you have thoroughly heat him, then ſet him up for two or three houres till 
he be cold, then turn him at tbe Halters-<nd, or Ride him, and you may 
calily diſcover the leaſt Grief that may be in him. 

3. A third way there is, and-that to know whether the Grief proccecs 
from a hot or cold cauſc, for if it proceed from a hot cauſe, he will 
Halt moſt when he 1s hot ;, but if it be ofa cold caule,then he will Halc 
leaſt when he is hot, and moſt __ and trayelled, and moſt at g 4 
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firſt ſerting forth, whilcſt he is cold, and thus much for Lameneſs and 
Halring betore, 

Now finding that his Lameneſs is nor before, you may then conclude, if 
he be Lame at all it muſt necds be bchind, and then it muſt of neccſlity be 
eithcr in the Foot or in the ncther Joynt, in the Paſtern or in the Leg, 
in the Ham or in the Hoof, in the ſtifling place or !oynt, or in the Hip, 
If the Grief be either in the Leg, Paſtern or Foot, you niay know it by 
the ſameSipnes as I hare inculcated to you already in the fore-Legs.If it be 
in the bending of the Ham it muſt be a Selander.lt it be in the Hoof, then 
it is cither a Bone or Blood-fpavin, which is cafie enough to be diſcerned, 
or clſ{c jt muſt come of ſome Blow, Wrench or Strain, neither then will 
the ſwelling eaſily appear, which you may perceive cither by the ſtiffneſs 
of theJoynt,or you may find the place to be hot and burning. lfthe pain lic 
in the tiling place, you may kno it by his Gate, for in his going he will 
caſt the ſtifie-Joynt outward, and the Bone on the inſide will be bigger 
then the other, beſides his Toe will hardly touch the Ground. If it be 
in the Hip, which is upon the ſide of the Buttock; and if it be newly taken, 
you may know it in that he will go ſide-long like a Crab. And it it be 
an old Hurt, the Hip will be tallen lower then the othcr, and the fleſh to 
ſhrink, which to diſcover it the ſooncr run him at the tull length of the 
Rein, and he will be furc to favour that Leg the Grief js in ; but it you 
find him to go upright without favouringany Leg, then take his Back and 
Tide him till he be warmed, and then fer him up till he be cold, and then 
Jead or trot him in your Hand as you did bcfore, and if he bc lame at all 
he will be ſure to complain. And lo much for Lamencſs before and behind. 


CH AP. I. 
The True Art of P airing and Shooing all manner of Horfs, and in what Point 
the Art of Shcoing doth cor:ſtjt. 


The Art of Shooing conſiſtcth in theſe Points, viz. in Paring the Hoof 
wcll, in making the Shoo of good Stuff, in well-faſhioning the Web there- 
of, and well-picrcing the fame, in Fitting, the Shoo unto the Horles Foot, 
in making Nails of good ſtuff, and well-faſhioning of the fame ; and fi- 
nally, in well driving of the ſaid Nails, and cleanſing of the fame. But 
ſith ncither Pairing nor Shooing 1s no abſolute thing of it {-If, but hath 
reſpect unto the Foot or Hoof, (for the Shoo is to be Fitted to the Foot, 
and not the Feot to the Shoo) and there be divers kinds of Hoofs hoth 

ood and bad, requiring great diverſity, as well of Pairing as Shooing ; it 
1s meet therefore that we ſpeak of the diverſities of Hoofs, and then [ſhew 
you how they onght to be paired and ſhod, 
; CHAP. II. 
Of Hooſ!s and att ers Kinds theyeof. 
1, OſHoofs, ſome be perfect, and ſome imperfett. The perfet Hoof 
15 
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35 that which is round, ſmooth, toughand ſhort, ſo as he may tread more 


onthe Toe thenon the Heel, and alſo right, and ſomewhat hollow with- 
in, but not over-hollow, having a narrow Fruſh and broad Heel:. 


The imperfet Hoof. 

The imperfett Hoof is that which lacketh any of theſe Pronertics he. 
fore-ſaid, belonging to a perfett Hoof, If the Hoof be not round bur 
broad, and ſpreading out of the ſides and quarters, that Horſe for tte 
moſt part hath narrow heels, and in continuance of time will be flat Foot- 
ed, which is a weak Foot, and will not carry a Shoo long, nor Travel far, 
but ſoon ſurbate ;, and by treading more on his Heels then on his Toes, 
will go low on his Paſterns,and ſuch Fect through their weakneſs be much 
ſubject ro falſe quarters, and to Gravelling, which is moſt commonly ſeen 


in Flanders Horles, and ſuch as are bred in moiſt Grounds. 


Brittle and rugged Hoof, 

Secondly, if the Hoof be not ſmooth, but rugged and fall of Circles, 
like Rams-horns, then it is not only unſcemly to the Eye, bur alſo it is a 
ſign that the Foot is in no good temper, but too hot and dry, and that 
makes it to be Brittle, which defect 15 often ſeen in our Engls/h Horles. 


Long Hoofs. 
Thirdly, if it be long, then it will cauſe the Horſe to tread all upon the 
Heels, and to go low on his Paſterns, and thereby to breed Wirdoalls, 
whereunto the Jennets of Sp.uz be mach ſubjz:t, by reaſon of their long 


Hoofs.

Fourthly, if the Hoof be not right but crooked. viz. broad without and 
narrow within, whereby the Horſe is ſplay-footed, then it will cauſe him 
to trcad more inward then outward, and to go ſoclole with his Toynts to- 
gether, as he cannot well Travel without enterfering, or perhaps ſtriking 
one Leg ſo hard againſt the other, - as he becometh Lame. Bur if he be 
d-oad within, and narrow withour, that is not fo hurtfu}, notwithſtanding 
it will cauſe him to Gravel ſooner on the out-lide, then on the infice, 


Flat Hoof. 
" Fifthly, if the Hoof be flat and not hollow within, 1s moſt commonly 
ſren in Frezons and Flanders Horſes, then it breedeth fuch inconveniencies 
as are before declarcd in the firſt imperfet Hoof. And again, if it be 
over-hollow, then it will dry the faſter and cauſe him to be Hoof-hound, 
for the over-hollow Hoof is a ſtreight narrow Hoof, and groweth upright, 
for though the Horſe rreadeth upright, and not on his heels, yer ſuch kind 


of Hoofs willdry over-faſt, unleſs rhey be continually ſtopr, and cayle ay 
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to be Hoof-bound, which Lam<th him, making him to Halt, whercunto 
the Jexacrs and Sarbdry-Hories are much lubjett, 


Bread Fruſher. 
Sixthly, If the Fruſh be broad, then the Heels be weak and ſo foft, 2s 
you may almoſt bend them together, and then he will never tread boldly 
OA the Stoncs, or on hard Ground, 


N wrrow Hetls, 
Sevcnthly, Narrow Heels he terider, and he will at laſt grow to be 
Hoof-bound, to which defects the J:wncrs are moſt commonly lubject, 


CHAP, III, 
Of Pairing the perfett Hoof and fore-Feer, 


Firſt, Pair the Scat of the Shooe, as even and plain as may be, that ſo it 
may it cloſe, and not bare more on one place then another,and take more 
of the Toe then the Heel, for the Hecls muſt be higher then the Toes, be- 
cauſe all rhe weight of the Horles fore-Pody licth upon the Quarters and 
Heels of the fore-Feet, And thercfore thoſe Parts muſt be molt maintain- 
cd, and taken off with the Butteris as little as may he,for the Heels arc na- 
turally weaker then the Toes. But in the Pairing of the hinder-Feet is 
clcan contrary, as you ſhall inde hereafter inits proper place, 


CHAP. IV, 
Of Sh:oing the perfet Hof and fore-Feet, and how the Shovog, Pairing and 
Nul frould be made. 


Make your Shoo of Spariſh Iron, with a broad Web, fitting it to the 
Hoof, and let the Spunges be thicker and more ſubſtantial then any other 
part 0f the Shoo, yca, andalſo ſomewhat broad, lo as the Quarters on 
both 5:des may appear without the Hoofs a ſtraw bredth, to guard the 
Coffn, which is the ſtrength ofthe Foot, and when you core tothe picr- 
cing thereot, picrce it from the Querter to the hard Toc, but not back- 
ward towards the Heel, and that the holes may be wider on the out-lide 
then on the in-{ide, and that the Circle ofthe piercing, may be more diſtant 
from the edpe of the Toe, then fromthe cdge of the Quarter, whereas it 
beginneth becauſe the Hcof is thicker forward then backward, and there- 
fore more hold to bc taken. Make your Nails of the {ame Iron as afore- 
{aid, the Heads whercof ſhould be ſquare, avd not fully 'o broad beneath 
as above, but anfwerable to the piercing holes, ſo as the Heads of the Nails 
may center jn and fill the ſame, zppearing ſomewhat above the Shoo, and 
then they will ſtand ſure without ſhogging, and endure longer, andthat 
that which pierceth them be of the lame $1ze as the Nails, that is to ſay, 
rear 
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great above and (mall beneath, which our common Smiths little regard, 
for they make the holes as wide on the inſide as the outlide,and their Nails 
of ſo great a Shouldering by driving them over-hard upon the Nail-hole, 
as that the Heads, or rether Necks of the ſaid Nails cannotenter into the 
holes. For to fay the rruth, a good Nail ſhoutd have no ſhoulCering at 
all, but be made with a plain and ſquare Neck, fo as it may juſtly fill the 
picrcing hole of the Shoo, for otherwiſe the Head of the Nail ſtanding 
high, andthe Neck thereof being weak, cither 1t breaketh off or elle 
bendeth upon any light occaſion, ſoas the Shoo ſtandeth looſe from the 
Hoof, and is guickly loſt. Morcover, ti.- ſhanks of the Nails ſhould be 
ſomcwhat flat, and the Points ſharp,without hollownels or flaw,and ſtiffer 
towards the Head above then heneath. And when you drive, drive at the 
{rſt with ſoft trokes, and witha light Famer, until the Nail be ſome- 
what entrcd, and in Shooing fine and delicate Hortes, Greaſe the Points 
of the Nails with ſoft Greaſe, that fo they may enter the more cafily, and 
drive the two Talon-Nails firſt. Then look whether the Shoo ſtandeth 
right or not, which you ſhall perceive in beholding the Fruſh, for if the 
Spungcs on both ſides be equally diſtant froin the Fruth, then it ſtandeth 
right, if not, then amend it and ſer the Shoo right, and ſtanding right 
drive in another Nail, that done, Ict the Horſe fer down his Foot again, 
and look round about it, to iec whether it firteth the Hories Foot in all 
places, and whether he treadecth cven or juſt on it or not, and if you fee 
that the Shoo doth not tusniſh every part equally, but appeareth more on 
o 1c ſide then another ; Then lift vp the Horſes other Foot, that ſo he 
may ſtand ſte2dily upon that Foot, and lo ſtanding ſtrike him on the Hoof 
with your Fm on that fide that the Shoo is ſcant, and that ſhall make 
the Shoo to come that way, The Shoo ſtanding Itreight and juſt, drive 
i1 the reſt of all the Nails, to the Number of e:ght, that is to fay, four 
| on one ſide, and four on another, ſo as the Points of the Nails may ſeem 

to ſtand in the out-ſide of the Hoof, even and juſt one by another, as it 
wcre in a Circular Line, and not out of order like the Tecth of a Saw, 
whereof one is bent one way and another another way. That done, cut 
them ofFand clinch them, to as the Clinchcs may be hid:len 11 the Hoof, 
which by cutting the Hoof witha point of a Knife, a little beneath the 
appearing of the Nail. vou may eaſily do. Thus done with a Rape, pair 
the Hoot round, fo as the edge ol the Shoo may be fecn round avout,

Hools, for having tender Hoofs, they fear to tonch the Ground that 13 
hard. Now ſuch kind of Horſes that have naturally theſe tender Heels, 
ſome for wanr of diicretion, do think to amend them hy adding there- 
unto high Calkins, or clſe Rings, and therehy caute him to have weaker 
Heels then he had before, Thereforc 1 ſhall adviſe you to lay afide all 
theſe unprofitable Devices, and make all your Shooes, cfpecially your 
forc-Shoocs with Spunges, as hath bcen before taught.

In Germany and higl} Almany, tac Smiths do make their Shoocs with a

Your Cautery Actual is made by hot burning Inſtruments, with 
which you ſear and burn thoic places which be requilite for the perteting 
of the Cure you have in kand, which cannot be peradventure well Curcd, 
but by giving of Fire ;, as in cafe of great Impolthumation, ſtenching ot 
bloo!! in Wounds, or in fearing of Y eins, Sinews, or the like, or elſe in 
calc of dilmembring, if other means be not at hand, whereby to ſtay the 
Flux of Blood without danger oi bleeding to death. And it they that give 
Fire be not very $kilful, 1 would advite them to practite upon Jades, and 
not Horles of price, to the end they may rhe hetter come to knoiy how to 
carry their hand cither lighter or harder, andalfo thet they do make their 
Circles round, and their Lines ftroight and even, For this Actual Fire is

Cautery Potential.

Romer, Furl, having of Ox or Harts-horn, red Coral, Spunge of the 
Sea ſomewhat buracd, Unzuenmum Apoſtolorim, Vngucrtum eAgiptiacumy

Very behoot-tujl, as that many times the moſt exquiſite Farrier living ſhall 
not be able to pertect this Cure, bur by that way and means,for unlefs ſuch 
Veins be either taken up, gx lome way ſtopped, which are noxious ro the

Cure, by feeding the Malady with its peccant Humours, the Farrier can 
never work by true Art, Again, Veins weil taken up do prevent many 
Maladies, whereunto many Horſes are much more propenſe then others 
are, And laſtly, the taking up of Veins cureth fome diſeaſes which could 
otherwiſe never be cured. For the taking up of the Thigh-Veins ſendeth 
away Sp.vens, Splents; Curbs, Kibed Heels, Swelled Legs Scratches, Male 
ders, Farcin in the Legs, andthe like Sorrances ; belides, it cauſeth all 
Pains, Aches, Strains, ſtiffneſs in the Limbs, &&c. Take up the Shackle- 
Veins, and it prevcnteth the Quitzer-bone, Ring-bone, Swellings in the 
lower Joynts, Founderings, &c. Wherefore for as much as ignorant 
People, whatſocver Opinion they may have of their ſuper-abundant skill, 
yet they are very much to ſeck, in that they do ſo muchexclaim againſt ta- 
king up of Veins abſurdly, affirming itto he a great means of Laming of 
Horſes ; but let them not miſtake themſelves, for afſuredly it is the beſt 
and only Remedy againſt theſe and many more Maladies, and when they 
{hall have made Trial,thcy will not be of fo prejudicate an ojpnion. 


Of Roweling of Horſes, and of the uſe thereof, 


The Roweling of Horſes is ſo common amongſt our ſimple Smiths, that 
they wzll Rowel him for any diſeaſcalmoſt, without any ſenſe or reaſon, 
whereby they needleſsly torment the Horſe, and bring a Flux of naughty 
humours down to the place, which cauſes him to be Lame, which might 
otherwiſe be ſound. Burt this 1 muſt ſay of it, that if it be well uſed by a 
Skilful Farrier, it is not only commendable, but cauſes great good to 4 


Horſes Body and Limbs, 


| Felpe got by Roweling are theſes 

It ſeparateth and diſſolveth evil humours which are gathered together 
in any one place, it looſneth thoſe parts which are bound, and bindeth 
thoſe parts that are weakned, it ſtrengthneth ſick Joynts, and comfort- 
cth whatſoever is oppreſſed with any cold Phlegm. The uſe of it in Ge- 
neral is for inward ſtrains, eſpecially about the Shoulders or Hips, or clſe

C.raw «y- ſeeds are hotanddry in the third degree, hath a moderate

Cll.n7ine is hot and dry in the third degree, the Juice of it put into the 
Eyes clcareth them from Films and Cloudineſs,which darkneth the Sight, 
it is yood in old filchy creeping Ulcers,to ſtay their Malignity of fretting 
and running, and to cauſe them to heal the more ſpeedily : It heals alſo 
Tettars, Ring-wormes and ſpreading Cankers, the powder of it mixed 
with brimſtone Kkilleth the Vange, it is good taken inwarely for the Yel- 
lows, and opcneth the Obſtruftions of the Liver and Gall. 

The leller Cel/ardine, called Pilewort, 1s hot and dry, and more biting 
and hotter then the greater, and cometh neareſt in faculty tothe Crow- 
foot, itis good taken inwardly for the Farcin, and to be applied outward- 
ly ſor the ſame Diſcaſe.

VF.nter-Cherries, the leaves are cool, and are uſed in Inflammations, 
but not opening as the Berries and Fruit are, which draw down the U- 
Tine, and expel the Gravel and Srone out of the Reins, Kidneys and Blad- 
der ; it isallo good for all Impoſthumes inthem,likewile ro cleanſe them, 


and is good tor bloody and foul Urine.

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Chervil 1s of temperate heat and moderate drineſs, but not {o much as 
the Pariley ; It warms the Stomach, and is good to diſſolve congealed 
blood tn the Body ; 1t is good tor the Stone, the wilde Chervil applicd 
diſſolveth Swellings in any part of the Body.

Sciatica-Creſſes are hot and dry in the fourth degree, like to Garden- 
Crelles both in ſmell and taſte ;, they are good to put into a Poultels to 
help all old Pains and Griefs in the Hips or loynts, and other parts of the 
Body that 1s hard to be Cured. 

Garden-Creſſes arc ſharpand biting, and therefore it is hot and dry, 
whileſt it is young and tender, the leeds are much more hiring then the 
Herb, and is hot and dry almoſt in the fourth degree, and is good for 
Pains inthe Hip, and hard Swellings and intlammartions. 

Deek-Creſſet are of naturc hot, and fomewhat obſterſive, and clcan-

Water-Creſſes are hot and dry, they cleanſe the Blood and Humors, 
Ferve in all other uſes in which Brook-lyme1s available, as to break the 
Stone, and to provoke Urine, and clcanſe Ulcers. 

Croſs-wort is of a binding and drying quality, and is a moſt excellent

Crow-foot 1s liery hot Herb not litto he given inwardly unleſs it be 
Corrected, it will draw a Bliſter as well as Camharides, 

Cachew-Pornt, or YYake-Robin 15 hot anddry in the third degree, it is 
200d given againſt the Plague or Poiton, being mixed with Vineger, it is 
g00d tor ſhort-wind-dnels and Cough ol the Lungs, it 1s good to pro- 
voke Urine, is good for the Itch, Ulcers, and to take away the Pin and 
Web in the Eye. 

Calum: 1s of a hot heating quality, faith Dioſcordes;, but Gallen and 
Pliny aſſirms,that they have thin and ſubtil parts both hot and dry,it prc- 
vokcth Urine, expelleth Poiſon, and is good for inward Bruiſes, andthe 
Juice of it ſtrained with Honey taketh away the dimncſs of the Eyes. 

Corneflao is of force to waſte, conſume and dry, as alſo of a ſubtil and

Collequintida is hot and dry inthe latter endo# the ſecond degree,and 
therefore it purgeth, cleanſeth and openeth, and performeth all thoſe 
things that bitter things doth, but that the ſtrong quality that it hath, is 
as Gallen faith, of more force then all the reſt of the Operations,there- 
fore it js not raſhly tobe uſed, but upon ſome deſperate Diſeaſes.

Cochinile 1s givenalone, and mixcd with other things in malignant dit- 
caſes, as Peſt: !eatial Feavers and the like, and is a great Cordial. 

Cynammnhath power to warin, and is of thin Parts, it isallo hot, dry 
and Aſtringent, it breaketh Wind, provoketh Urine, and is good againit 
the fretting pains of the Guts and Entrails, proceeding of cold Caules. 

Cloves are hot and dry in the third degree, they ſtreng-hen the Sto= 
mach, Liver and Heart, provoketh Urine, the Oyl of them taketh away 
the Pin and Web in the Eyc. 

China Reets is thought to be moderately hot and dry, it ſtrengthens 
the Liver, removes the Dropley, Cures malignant Ulcers and Scabs, and 
is good in a Conſumption, and for the Farcin. 

Copperas are of two forts, green and white, they are hot and dry, hut 
the white is much the ſtronger, they aregreat Driers up of evil Hu- 
mours, being outwardly applicd they kill likewiſe Scurts and Scahs, 

Coſtus hath an heating and atrenuating quality, It is good to help 
Strains, Convulſions and Cramps, killeth Wormes, and is good againſt 
the biting of Vipers, and againſt Windinels :n the Stomach, ; 

Calafonia or Colofenia, doth ipcarnate Ulcers, and doth Conglutinate

make him a Buskiu of Leather, with a thick Sole made hit tor his Hoof, 
but 
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bor wide eno1gn, that it may be Tiedabout his Paſtern, and dreſs his 
Hoof with this Micdicine, laying Tow or Hurds upon it, and ſo put on 
the {aid Bus kin, and faſten it to the Paſtern Joynt, or alittle above, but 
ſo25 the Buskin co not trouble the Foot, renewing the Medicin> every 
day till it bz whole, and is good likewiſe for a Hoof-bound Horſe; and 
as the Hoof beginneth ro come,and it you find it grow harder and thicker 
in one place then another; or crumvleth, or groweth out of faſhion, take 
your Rape and File it into good ſaſhiun again ; and when you findeir ſo 
wel that you may turn him out,put him into ſome moiſt Paſture or Me- 
dow, which will cauſe the Hoof to becometough. 


| Of the Foof-bound. 

Firſt, pluck offchs Shooes, and ſhoo him up again with Halſ-Moon 
and Luner-ſhooes ; then eaſe with your drawing Iron or Rape, the quar- 
tcrs of the Hoof, on both ides of the Feet, from the Cronet down to 
the end or bottom of the Hoofs, ſo deep till you perceive as it were a 
dew to come forth, and if you make two Raſes it will be the better,and 
enlarge the Hoofs the more, that done, anoint the Hoofs next to the 
hair about the Cronet with this Ointment. 


Take of Turpentine one pound, of Wax and of Sheep or Deers Servet, 
of each half a pound, of Tarr ang of Sallet Oyl, of cach halfa Pint; mclr 
ajl but the Turpentine together, and when you are ready to take it up 
pur in your Turpentine. and ſtir it well together till it be cold, anoint 
his Hoofs oncc a day till you hnd amendment, and ride him once a day 
upon ſoft ground for the ſpace of a Month, then take off his Half- 
Moon Shooes, and pare his Soles, Fruſhes and Heels ſo thin, till you may 
{ce a dew come forth, and the Blood ready roſtart, then rack on his 
Shooes,and ſtop his Feet as well within as without with this Charge. 


Take of Cow or Ox-dung, and of Wheat-Bran, of each ſomuch as 
will tuffice, of rricd Hogs Greaſe, and of the Kidney of a Loyn of Mut- 
ton, of cach one ponnd, of Turpentine and Tar of each half a pound, 
melt all theſe togeth-r, (the Turpentine excepted) which mutt be put in 
when it is almoſt ready totake from the Fire, keeping it ſtirring romix 
the Inzredienrs. Let th's Charge he laid on hot, and renew it nine days 
togcther, to the end the Sole may ariſe, but if this will not do take out 
the 5ole ciean, and after you have ſtanched the Bleeding with the tender 
tops of Hyſop ſtamped in a Mortar, apply then the Oyl 07Snailsto it and 
red Nettles; the Oyl is thus made, take fourty, fifry or mare Snails, and 
pur them intoa Eng with Bay ſalt, an4 wh-n they are hung ſome time 
nivh the Fire, there will drop an Oyl fromrhem, and uſe that with red 
Nettles once a day for three Cays, 2nd hzai vp the Feet with your green 
| Ointment, 
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Ointment, which you may find in my Firit Part, which will bring a New 
Hoof again, which then Shoo him with Lavels again, and tura hun torch 
to Grals. 


If you fear that your Horſe is ſubject to be Hoof-bound, anoint his 
Coffin all over with Neats-foot Oyl, eſpecially at the ſetting on of the 
Hoof, or with Turpentine, and to ſtop his Feet underneath with Cows 
dung. Or take the Far of Bacon halfa pound, of white Sope three Oun- 
ccs, Balm a handful,and five or hx Sprigs of the tender tops of Rue, chop 
and ſtamp all theſe together very well, thin fry them and lay them to 
reaſonable hot, and let him come in no wet till he be well, and being 
thus dreſſed every day once, his Hoof will in a ſhort time be found 
ani eaſie tohim again. 


Things good in general to Preſerve Hoofs,and to make them grow, 


To pare him well when you Shooe him, which ought to be when the 
Moon is three Cays inthe increaſe, Turpentine, Hogs-Greaſe and Bees 
Wax melted together, and anojnt the Cofhn with ic, or Myrch, Allom, 
the Juice of Garlick, Rue, Aſles dung or Cows dung, Pitch, Rozin,Salleg 
Oyl, Dogs-Greaſe, Olibanum, Dialthea, Sheeps Sewer boiled together, 
and anoint his Hoo!s with it,or Chalk and white Lead mingled together, 
or Bark duſt and Honey mingled rogether,or Yarrow, Allom andWorm- 
wood boiled in Oyl, oc to boyl Beans till they burſt, remper them with 
Honey, and anoint his Feet with them, or to waſh them with warm Vi- 
neger, and anoint them with Hore-hound,Wormwood and Greaſe melt- 
ed together, ſtanding upon his own wet Litter, is good to keep them 
moiſt, and make themto grow. 


Particular Riceipts to make a Horſes Hoof grow, and to Toughen it, 


Take the Juice of Garlick ſeven Ounces, of old Hogs-Greaſe two 
Pounds, and a Handful of Aſles or Cows dung, boyl and mix them well 
rogerhFt, and ſtop [1,s Fect with it, and anoiur the Cronets of his Hooſs, 
tie Nicd:cine being pretty hot. 


Aviothber for brittle Heofs, 

Take Turpentine, Shceps Sewet, unwrought Wax and Hogs-Greaſe, 
of each half a Pound, Sallet Oyl halfa Pint,and of Dogs Greaſe a pound, 
boyl them altogether, and keep them in a Gally-Por for your uſe, and 
when you uſc it,anont his Hoofs very well two or three times a day with 
tz eſpecially at the ſerting on of the Hair, and to ſtop them with Cows- 
dung and Dogs greafe mclted together.

A moſt Excellent Receipt for brittls Hooſ*4 Horſes, to make their Hoofs 
grow ſoin a Fortnights time, thet they will carry a Shooe that would 
net carry it before.

Iron, which you think moſt proper and fit for the Work: When you 
have ſodone, ruba Handful of common Salt very well in upon it, which 
will fetch forth the Blood and Water,that was occaſioned by the ſearing 
and pricking of it , Then apply this Charge to it, viz. half an Ounce of 
Maſtick and Frankmcenle, Burgundy Pitch and common black Pitch, of 
each as much as contains the bigneſs of a Wall-Nut ; Boyl all thefe very 

well together in an Earthen Pipkin til} they be thoroughly melted and 

incorporated, and apply it very hot upon the grieved place, with a Lath 

or any other flat ſtick, and clap Flox or Hurds upon it, preſſing it down 

hard with your Hand to make It ſtick on the better.

Theſethings' are great 
Kaitters, and are to be taken inwardly, Valerian, Rupture- wort,Croſs- 
wort, Cranes-bill, the powder of the Roots of Chammack, the Leaves 
and Nuts of the Cypres, Elm leaves or the Bark thereof,Corn-Flag , any 
of theſe things given inwardly, with the outward means uſed, maketh the 
Cure the more efteualz The outward means is this, Bring the Horſe in- 
to a place where there is a Beam overthwart, and ſtrow it'thick with 
ſtraw, then put on four ſtrong Paſterns, with four Rings on his Feet,aml 
faſten one end ofa logg Rope to one of thoſe Rings, with the loofe End 
of the Rope, and ſo draw all his fore-Feet _—_ and he will falb; 
then caſt the Rope over the Beam, and hoiſt him up ſo, that he may lie 
flat on his Back with his Legs upwards. without ſtrugling, then Bathe 
his Stones well with warm Water and Butter molten together, and the 
Stones being ſomewhat warm and well mollified, raiſe them up froth 
the Body with both your Hands, bcing cloſed by the Fingers cloſe to- 
ether, and holding the Stones in your Hands in ſuch manner, work

The Care is to Ripen it with this Plaiſter, Take of Wheat-Floure, of 
Turpentine and of Honey, of each a like quantity, ſtirring it together to 
make a ſtiff Plaiſter, and with a Cloth lay it on the Sore, renewing it

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Rye Flower two ſpoonfuls, mix them very well rogather, and havin 
clipped away the Hair, apply it to itPlaiſter-wiſe, fo far 25 the Sorrance 
goeth, and let it ſo remain for five days, thentake ir away, and waſh all 
the Leg, Foot and Sorrancec, with powdred Beet-broth,and after Rope vp

If you finÞin any part of your Horſes Body a Knot or Kernel that 
feels ſoft, and ſlips up and down in th: Skin when you handle it; Take 
your Inciſion-Knife, and flit the Skin right over againſt ir, ſo wide, that 
you may pinch the Knot out to cut it off, When you have ſo done, to 
ſtanch the Bleeding of it, Sear the inſide of it with a hot Iron, and ſtop 
the Wound, either with the powder of Bolearmoniack or Hares Wooll. 
The next day unſtop it, and waſh the Woundclean witha Linncn Rag 
Tied upon a ſtick, dipped in Verjuice or white-Wine Vineger; Then 
dry up the moiſture that you ſhall-find therein with a Linnen Rag alſo, 
and heal it up with your green Ointment in the Firſt Part, or what other 
healing Salve you think beſt fit for the purpoſe.

In alt Wounds that yon have in Cure, b: ſure you cleanſe and waſh 
them very well before you apply any healing Medicine to them.

2, When you uſe them they mult be bruiſed ina Stone-Mortar with a 
woodcn Peitle, and putaſterwards intoa Canvaſs bag, and the Juice 
preſſed out in a Prefs, and when you have ſo done ſet it over the Fire in 
an Earthen Pipkin or Skillet, and clarifie it by taking off the ſcum tar 
ſhall ariſe; Youmay know when it is well clarihed, for then the lcun 
will not appcar on the top.

ther they be Coughs, Colds, or any other Illneſs, and put it into a Gally. 


" If you intend any Phyſick for preſent uſe, let the Herbs, Roots,Seeds 
and Flowers be always in a readincfs, ready dried in your Houſe, that ſo 
you may not want them when you come to uſe them,

ſtzon, and therefore the better able to call the offendingHumor to them, 

2. The Way of Making them is very familiar, for with the help of a 
Peſtle and Mortar, and a little of your care, you may make any Powder 
into Balls, you have Directions at large for the making of them atter the 
beſt Receipt for the Glanders, 

2. The Manner of Giving them are two-fold, viz, either upon the end 
of a Stick, with his Tongue firſt drawn forth on one ſide of ais Mouth, or 
in a Horn-full of ſtrong Beer. 

CHAP. III. Of Diſtiled Waterz. 

1, Waters are diſtilled out of Roots, _ Floiersand Fruits, and 
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are beſt when th:y are diſtilled in their greatelt ſtrength and vigour. 

2. Diſtilled Waters ar? the weakelt of all Artificial Medicines, and 
made more weak by diſtillingthem in a Pewter Still, being good for 
very little unleſs mixed with other Medicines. But the ſtrongelt Way of

2. When tiey are diltilled put them up intoa Glaſs,. and hind on the 
Top of it a.Pa: er prickt full of Holes, that fo the fiery Vapours may. 
Exhalc, for elſe they will.cauſc them. to Mother, which. wilt corrupt the 
Waters. Then cover them clole, and keep them for your we. 

* 4. Stopping them with Cork is the common Way though not the heſt 
becauſe that Way will make, them grow Muſty, and not much better is 
Paper, if it be ſuffered to touch the Water ;, But the beſt and-moſlt ap- 
proved Way to keep them is to Top them with a Bladcer,bcing firlt wer 
1n Water, and bound over the Glaſs.

CHAP. IV. Of Oyntments. |

2. When youare to make them, you are to rake thoſe Roots and Herbs 
as are moſt proper and ſuitable to the Diſcaſe and Member afflited,chop- 
ping them firſt ſmall, then pur them'1nto clear cunning Warer, and boyt 
them toa Gelly, then add rothem a little Meal of Lupins, (or for want 

of that Barley-Mcal,) with a little Sallet Oyl, or rongh ſweet Suet, which 

I account better ; Then ſpread it upon a Linnen Cloth, and apply it to 

the grieved part, bound faſt with a Tape or Pack thread that it fall- 

got olt.

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CHAP, VIIE Of Oyl-. 

1. Sallet Oyl is made from the Expreſſion of Olives, which is {9 tem- 

perate, that it excceds in noone quality. 
' 2. Of Oyls, ſomeare Simple, and ſom? are Compound. 

3 Simple Oyls are ſuch as are made by Expreſſion of Fruits or Seeds, as 
Linſced Oyl, Rape-ſced Oyl, and Oyls of iweert or bitter Almonds, 

4. Compound Oyls are made of the Oyl of Olives, and other Simples, 
as Leaves, Flowers, Roots, &c. | 

5. The Manner of making up thoſe Herbs or Flowers you intend to make 

your Oyl of, muſt be firſt bruiſed, and then put into an Earthen pot, and 
to two or three handfuls of them fo bruifed put a pint of Sallet Oyl, and 
then cover up your Pot cloſe with a paper (to kzep it from Filth) then ſet 
it in the Sun for about a Fortnight ; then warm it on the Fire, and preſs 
out the Oy! from the Herbs very hard, and add fo many more Herbs to 
the Oyl, and uſe them inevery thing as before; The ofrner you repeat 
your Herbs, the ſtronger will your Oyl be. When yon think it is ſtrong 
enough for your uſe, boyl the laſt Herbs (you put in it) and Oyl together, 
til! the Juice he conſumed, (which you may know by the leaving of its 
bubling) and the Herbs grown Criſper, Strain it while it is hot, and put 
into ſome convenient Earthen or Glaſs-Veſlel, an (ct it up till you have 
occaſionto ule it. 


'CH AP. IX. Of Syrups by Iufuſion, by Decolion and by Twice; 

1, ASyrupis a Medicine of a Liquid Form, Compoſed of Intuſion, De- 
eo(tion and Juice. 

2. Thoſe Syrups that are uſually made by Infuſion, are made of ſich 
Flowers as loſe their Colour and Strength in Boyling, As Violets, Ro- 
ſes, Peach Flowers. They are thus made, viz. To every pound of Flows 
ers well pickt, addthree Pintsof Spring Water made boyling hot on the 
Fire; Putthem in an Earthen Vellel, and put the Water to them, then 
cover it cloſe, andlet it ſtand by the Fire to infuſe about twelve or thir- 
teen houres, then ſtrain it out (in ſuch Syrups as Purge, as Peach-Flow- 
ers, Damask Roſes, &c. the uſual and belt way is torepeat to their In- 
fuſion freſh Flowers divers times, which after you have ſtrained it out in- 
to ſome convenient Veſlel, add to cvery pint of it two pounds of Loaf 
Sugar, then melt it over a gentle Fire again, taking off the Scum that 
ſhall ariſe, and your Syrup is made. 

+ 2. Thoſe Syrups that are made by DecoCtion are made of Gompounds, 
yet any Simple Herb may be madealſo into a Syrup; Take the Root, 
Herb or Flower you intcnd to makt into a Syrup, and bruiſe it a little in 
a Mortar ; Then take it forth, and put to every Handful of Roots, Herbs 
or Flowers, a pit of Running Water, aud boyl £till halfthe Water be 

contumed, 
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conſumed ; A fter you have ſo done, ſtrain it through a Woollen Cloth, 
letting it Run outat leiſare without preſſing ; And to every pint of this 
Decoction add one pound of 5ugar ; then boyl it again over the Fire till 
it come to a Syrup, which you may know when it is well done, if you 
takea lictle of it now and then ina Spoon, and let it cool. Be ſure you 
take off the Filth that doth ariſe while it is a boyling; And when you 
think it is enongh, ſtrain it hot through a Woo!len Cloth, and preſs it 
out and kcep it for your uſe. 

3. Syrups that are made by Juices, uſually are made of ſuch Herbs as 
are moſt full of Juice, and are beſt made this Way, viz. Takethe Herbs 
and bcat them in a Mortar with a Wooden Peſtle, then preſs forth 
the Juice, and Clarihe it as you were taught before in Juices, then ſet it 
over the Fire again, an4 let it boyl tilla quarter of it be conſumed, and 
to. a Pint of 1t add a pound of Sugar, and boylit upto a Syrup, keeping 
it ſcumming all the while; When you think it is well boiled, ſtrainig 
throngh a Woollen Cloth, as you did the other, and keep it for your uſe. - 

4. lf you make Syrups of Roots that are hard, as Graſs-Raots, Parſley, 
Fenne!, &c. Bruiſe them very well firſt, then lay them aſteepin that 
Water you intend to boyl them in, which will caſe the Vertue of them 
to come forth ſo muchthe better. 

5. Your Syrups that are well made will keep fomewhat above a year, 
bur ſuch as are made by Infuſion will not keep ſo long. 

6. The beſt Way tokeep them when made, isin Glals or Stone-pots, 


and to bind a Paper about the Month of them. 


CH AP. X. Of Decoftions. 
x1. Decottions are made either of Fruits, Barks, Roots, Leaves,Flowers 
or Secds, and is made after the ſame manner asis ſhewed you in your
